Pagodas'’ cannot satisfactorily be tmeed, Tbo name 
tnay have Ixioti given, ns statcfl by Dr. GmuFs gitidc, 
u> the five J}fi(has, the Gn«e#ft teinplu and the Shore 
temple.f Tl,e gtoiy of "magnificent pagodas swnl 
lowed up hy the sen" is hh apociyplm! as the legend 
of the Huhtnerged city of Rnli. 

A matter of greater interest and importom-e, tlic 
age of the Setdptures and inscriptionti nt MivaliVn. 
ram, has not, it is to f>e regretted, been definitely 
Ascertained, No date has—if the record of sncfi

A S amidet mquirjas after the hietorios and nntiqm- 
XI. tiuBof Asia a6 ktgo, those of that division of it 
in which this society* resides, may eeem on many 
accounts to lay claim to a particular share of its 
attention, a few hints put down from tecolloction, 
concerning some monuments of Hindu antiquity, 
which, though situated in the neighbourho*^ of 
Enropoaji Bettlcmcnts on thoCoronumdei Coast, have 
hitherto been little observed, may It is conceived, be 
acccpinhlo, at lonst as they may possibly gfive rise 
hereafter to more aoenrate obaervattons, and more 
complete discoveries on the same subjeci Tlio 
writer of this account wont firgt to view them in 
tbs year 1773, and enriosity led him thither again 
in 1776; but as lie neither measured tho distances 
nor siae of the objects^ nor committed to writing at 
the time the observations ho made on them, he

yoati 3 j lus recoUectioti should fail liim in some roa- 
pacts, and bis aceount fail far sUort of that preciaiooi 
aad esactneas,’wiiic!i miglit luive been expected, liad 
thora then existed in India so |Kiwerfal on incentive 
to diligent inquiry, and accurate commoiucntion, os 
the e^ablLsliment of this society must now prove. 

The monuments lie means to describe,, appear to 
be the remoms of some great city, that has been 
mined many centuries agO; i they ore situated close 
to the sea, betw^een Covelong and Sadias, somewhat 
remote from the high road, that leads to the dilferent 
European settloments. And when he vieited them 
in 1776 , there was Btill a native village adjoining 
to them, which retained the ancient name, and in 
which a number of Bmlnnans rerided, that seemed 
perfectly well acquninterl with the subjects of most 
of the sculptures to he seen there. 

The rock, or rather hill of stone, on ivhich great 
part of these works are executed, is one of the prin- 
cijuil marks for maTtners as tliey approach the coast, 
and to them the place is kno^vn by the name of the 
Si'treii Pa^odoiiy possibly 1 >ecauso the summits of the 
rock have presented them with thdt idea as they 
passed; but it must bo confessed, tlint no aspect 
which the hill assumes, as viewed on the fihore, 
seems at all to authorize this notion ; and there nre 
circumstances, which will be mentioned in the sequel, 
that would lead one to snspect, that this name lum 
orison from some such number of Pagodas that for¬ 
merly stood here, and in tinie havo been bnried in 
the waves. But, be that os It may, the appellarion 
by which the tiativos distinguish it, is of a quits 
different origin: in their language, which is tho

has probably taken its name from him, as, according 
to that orthography it apparently signifies the 
Ganges of tlio great Bab. 

The rock, or hill of stone, above mentioned, is that 
which firat engrosaoa the attention on approaching 
the place ; for, it rises abrtiptly out of a level plain 
of great extent, conBists chiefly of one single stone, 
and is situated very near to the sca-beaehj it h such 
a kind of object as an inqniffitivo tmveller wonld 
naturally turn aside to oXEmine. Itn shape is also

eingukr and romantic, and, &om a distant view, baa 
an appoamnce Ulio eoms antique and lofty edifice. 
On coming nenr to the foot of the rock from tbe 
north, works of innigeiy* and aculpluro crowd so 
thick upon the ey^ oa might s&mi to fiivour the idea 
of a petrified town, like those iliat have been fabled 
in difierimt parts of the world by too credulous tmvel- 
Icra.t Proceeding on by the foot of the hill, on the 
side the se% there is a pagoda riaing out of 

the ground, of one suiid stone, about sixteen or 
eighteen feet high, which Beems to have been cut 
upon the spot out of a detached rock, that has been 
found of a proper aiie for that purpose.^ The top 
is arched, and. the alyla of architedura, according to 
which it is formed, difiaroEit from any now used in 
those ^jorts. A little further on, there appears upon 
an huge anrfnce of atone, that juts out a little from 
the fflde of the hill, a Humorous g^oup of human 
figures in bos relief, considerably lai^cr than Ufa, 
representing the most remarltahio persona, whoao 
actions are celebrated in the HahdbhAnitfl, each of 
them in an attitude, or with weapons or other in¬ 
signia, erprossivo of Ids character, or of aonio one of 
his luofit famous eXploit&| All these figures are, 
Joubtloas, much less distinct tlian they weru at first; 
for, upon compaTiug those and the feet of the sciilp- 
turOB that are exposed to the aca air, with others at 
the some ptloce, whose situation has afforded them

while tllo otliors nre friiali afl rGcently dnieiiGd, Tltla 
dofaceJUL^nt IB no w'bere more obaorvwblo, tlmii in tUe 
piece of seulptnre whieii txxTira noit in the order of 
deacriptiou. Thia ia tm excnvwtlon in another part 
of the east side of the great rock, which appuara to 
luive been mode on the same plan, and for the same 
purpose that chuultries arc usually butU in that 
country; that la to say, for the accommodation of 
travellers. The rock is hollowed out to the size of 
n Bpocioiis room, and two or throe rows of pillars aro 
left, as a seeming support to the mountainous mass 
of stone which forms tho roof Of what pattern 
these piUars have originally been, it is not o^y now 
to conjecture ; for tho air of tlie aea has greatly cor¬ 
roded tbem, as well os all the other parts of the cave. 
And this dreumstance renders it difficult to discover, 
at first Bight, tliat there is a scono of sculpture on 
the side fronting the entrance. Tho natives, how¬ 
ever, point it out, and the subject of it is manifestly 
that of Knahaa attondingtbo herds of Nanda Ghodia* 
tho Adnietus of the llindus; from which dreum- 
stancOj Kri'shna is also colled GopMo, or the cowherd, 
as Apollo was entitled Nouiins. 

Tho objoots which soetn next to claim regard, arc 
these upon the hill itself, tho ascent of which, on tho 
nortli, is, from its natural shape, gradual and easy 
at first, and is in other parts rendered more so, by 
very eiceUent steps cut out in several places, where 
the communication would be difficult or impracticable 
without them. A winding stair of this sort leads to 
a kind of temple cut out of the solid rock, vtithsomn

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figures of idula in liigi relief wpoti its walls, very woll 
finished^ and perfectly fresh, as it faces the west^ and 
is therefore sheltered fro hi the sea air.'®' From this 
templo again there are fiiglita of stepaj tluit seom to 
have Jed to some edifice, formerly standing upon the 
bill; nor does it seum absurd to BuppoHOj that this 
may have Wen a polacej to which this templOj lUi 
a place of worshiji^ may have appertained* For, 
l>Baide_4 the email detached ranges of stairs that aits 
-here and there cut in the rock, and seem as If they 
had once lc<l to diflerent parts of one great bnildlngi 
there appear in many places ^mall water-eh Oimels 
cut also in the rock, os if for drains to an house; and 
the wholo top of the liiJI is strew^ed with snio]] round 
pieces of brick, wliidi may be supposedj frem their 
appearance^ to have bceu worn down to tiiuir present 
form, during tfm lapse of many ttgefi. On ascend¬ 
ing the hill by its slope on the north, a very tiingiilai* 
pioco of sculpture presents itself to view^ On a 
plain surface o f the rock, which may once have served 
as the floo r of some aparttuontj there is a plat form 
of stone, about eight or nine feet long^ by three or 
fopr wide, in a ait nation rather elevated, with two 
or throe steps lending np to it, perfectly resembling 
a couch or bed, and a lion very well executed at the 
upf>er end of it by way of pillow, the whole of one 
piece, being part of tlis hill itself Tltia the Brolinums, 
inhabitanta of the place, called tho bed of Dharma- 
or Yodhifih/hira, the eldest of the five brothers, 
w h<.>so fortunes and exploits are the leading subjeot in. 
t he Molulbh jlrata. And at aoDnsiderahte distance frem. 
thwj at such a distance, End cod, as the apartment of 
the womeit might be supposed to be from that of

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the men, is a bath excavated aLsi> from the solid took, 
with steps in the inBtde, which the Brahmans call the 
bath of Draopftdi, the wife of Yadhishfhira and his 
brothers. How much credit ii due to this tradition, 
and whether this stone couch mny not Imve Inicti 
anciently used as a kind of throne rather tluvn a bed, 
Is matter for future iniquity. A circnnistance, how¬ 
ever, which uuiv fieem to favour tins idea is, that a 
throne in the Banscrit, and other Hindu tonguages, 
IE -called srT/i/id^nu, which is composed of the words 
siihha^ a lion, and dwiHa, a seat, 

ThcBe are all that appear on that part of the upper 
Burfaco of the hill, the asoent to which is on the 
north; but, on descending frtim tbcnce, yon are led 
round the hill to the opposite side, in winch there 
arc steps cut from the bottom to a place near the 
summit, where Is an excavation that seems to have 
been intended for a place of worship, and contains 
various sculptures of Hindu Deitiea. The most 
remarkable of these, is a gigantic figure of Yishna, 
asleep on a kind of bed, with n bugo snake wound 
about in many coils by "way of pillow for bis head ;* 
and these figures, according to the umtiner of this 
place, ora all of one piece, hewn from, the body of 
the rock. 

But thongli these worts may be deemed etupen- 
dons, they are surpassed by others that are to be 
seen at the distance of about a mUe, nr n mile and 
an half, to the southw'ard of the hill. Tliey consist of 
twot Pagodas, of about thirty feet long by ta^enty 
feet wide, and about as many in height, ent out of 
the solid rock, and each consisting originally of one

Euiglo stone. Near tliese also stand an olepliant full 
as big os Jife^ and a liaii mucli larger than the natu¬ 
ral siao, but very wtiD executed, ijoch hewn also out 
of ono stone. None of the pieces that have fallen 
off in cutting' these extraordinary sculptures are now 
to be found near or any where in the neighbourhood 
of them, so that there is no moans of aseortaining 
tile degree of labour and timo that has been spent 
upon them, nor the flize of the rock or recks from 
wldch they Jiave been hewn, a circumstance which 
rend ere their appearance llie more strtkiiig and. sin.- 
gular. And though their situation is Fery near thn 
fioa-he^'h, they have not eufTered at all by the corro¬ 
sive air of that elomont, which has provided them 
witii a defenoe against itaalf, by throwing up before 
them a high bunk, that completely shelters then'i. 
There is also great symmetiy in their form: though 
that of the PageJas is different from the stylo of 
ariAitecturo, according to which idol temples are now 
btuJt in that conntty. The latter resemblea tho 
^^jption; for the towers are always pyrauiidical, 
and the gates and roofs flat, Rnd without tirehos; but 
th^ sculptures approach rmarer to the Gothic taste, 
being surmnnated by arched nx)& or domes, that are 
not semi-circular, but composed of two segments of 
arclosmeeting in a point at top. It isohio observnlde 
that the lion in this group of sculptnres, ns well as 
that upon thu stone couch above menttonod, are per¬ 
fectly just repr^atations of the true lion ; and the 
natives there give thorn the name, wldch is always 
undorxtood to mean a lion in the Hindu langua-re 
to wit, ftmAa; but the figure, which they have m.^o 
to represent that animal m their idol temples for cen- 
tunea post, though it bean} the same appellntiot), is 
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fl. distorted monster, toUUy unlike the original; in- 
somueL that it has from hence been Bup])0SDci tbnt 
tlio lion was not anciently known in thie countiy, and 
that atffiAu was a name glTento a manater tliat exist¬ 
ed onljr in Hindu romance. But it ia plain that 
that animal was 'well known to tlie autLora of these 
works, who, in iiuiiiAera as well os arts, seem to have 
differed much from the modem Hindus. 

TLeiu aretw'o circuotHtanoea attending tUsBe raetiu- 
Dieiits, wbieli cannot but excite great euriosity, and 
on which future int^uiries may poaslbly Ibrow some 
light. One is, that on one of the Fagt^dtia last men¬ 
tioned, there is an inscription of a single line, in a 
clioractar at present unkooivn to the Uindua.* It 
resembles neither the Devanit^ri, nor any of the 
various cbAmeters connected W'ith or derived from it, 
which have como to the wTiter’a knowledge from any 
part of Hindostan. Nor did it, at the tiiuo he riewed 
it, appear to correspotid with any character, Asiatic 
or European, that ia commonly known. He bad not 
tlieu, however, seen the alphabet of tlio PAltf the 
learned language of the Siamese, a sight of which has 
since raised in his mind a suapiclon, timt there is a 
near affinity between them, if the character l^e not 
identically the same. But ns these conjectures, after 
such a lapse of time, are somewhat vague, and the 
Subject of them is perhaps yet within the reach of 
our researches, it is to he hoped that some method 
may he faUen upon of procuring an exact copy of 
this inaeriptioD, 

The other circumstance is, that though the out- 
w'ard form of the Pagoda.s is complete, tiie ultimata 
design of them has manifestly not been accomplished,

but se^Disi to have been defeated by some extroondi' 
nary cotivulBiou of natnm. For tLe TFeHteru aide of 
the moiit northerly one is excavated to tho depth of 
four or five feet, and a row of pHlatu left on the out¬ 
side to suppin the nwf; but heru the work has been 
stopped) and an uniform rent ot about four inches 
breadth hoe been made throughout the solid rock, 
and appears to extend to its fuimdatiouS) which are 
probably at a prodigious depth below the surface of 
tha groundi Ihat tius rent has liapjieued siiice the 
work began, or while it was carrying on. cannot be 
doubted j for tho marks of the mason's tools aro 
perfectly visible in tho alcavaled part on both eides 
of the rent, in Buch a manner as to show- phunly that 
they have been divided by it. Nor is it reasonable 
to suppose that sudi a work would over have been 
dflfligned, or begun, upon a rock that had provioualy 
been rent in two. 

Nothing leas than an earthquake, and that a vio¬ 
lent one, could apparently have produced such a fla* 
sure in tlie solid rock: and that this has been the ease 
in point of fact, may be gathered from other circum- 
Ktauc^, wUch H is necessary to mention man account 
of tlda cuiioiLs place, 

Tlie great rook above described is at some small 
distance from the Bei4 perhaps fifty or an hundred 
yards,* and in that space the Hindu village beforo 
mentioned stoodin I77d. But dose to the sea ore the 
rcmaiiui of a Pagoda, built of brick,t and dedicated 
to 5iva, the greatest port of which has evidently been 
wallowed up by that clement; for tho door of the 
innermost apirtment, in which the idol in placed, and

at aom^ diet^co in the aea. In the neighbourhond of 
this hiitiding them are aomo deta^hid roakn, washed 
also by the w&tm^ on which there appmr ajculptares^ 
though now much worn and defaced. And the mtWes 
of the place declared to the writer of this acf^untf 
that the more aged people aujofig them reinembeted 
to have seen the tops of Bevaral Pagodas far out in 
tile Boa, which being covered with copper (probably 
gilt) were particularly vkiblc at as their 

ahhiing aarTaiCe used then to reduct the jays^ 
hut that now thnt eflbct wa^ no longer prudueedp aw 
the copper had eince become inorueted with mould 
and verdigriw.J 

These circumstancea look much iLte the efi'ecta of 
a sudden inundatian j and the rent in the rock abovo 
described makes it reasonable to conjacturo that 
an earthquake may have canned the sea to oTcrdow 
its boandaneSp and that these two foruddahle enomiea 
may have Joined to destroy this oneemngniGccntcHy* 
The account which the Ur^mans^ natives of Um place* 
gavo of its origin and dowrifall* jutrtlj, it ehiwild seom* 
on the aurimritj of the MaWibhArata* and purtiy on 
that of later tvcoiiifl, at ihd same time that it coun¬ 
tenances this ide4j^ contalnw wume other curious parti' 
culitFs, which may seem to render it worthy of atten¬ 
tion. Nor ought It to be rejected on account of that

HimnyA.k?aha (said tbey) ivaa a gignotie prinoe, 
"that rolled up tlie cmth into a sliivpelcsa mass, and 
carried it down to the ahysfli whither Vishyiu fol- 
"lowed Lim m the Blinpe of an hog, killed him with 
''liLH tnaka, and ropkced the earth m its original

"becaujo enamoured of one of them, who condes- 
"cended to allow of his attachment to her ; and ahe 
"and her mater-nymph used thenceforward to have 
" frB(£nent interviews with him In that garden. On 
" one of those occasions, they brought with them a 
*■ male inhabitaut of tho heavenly regionB, to whom 
" they introduced tho lUji; and betweeii him and 
"Malwhofcn a Btrict fiiendahip ensued; in conae- 
*■ quence of which he agreed, at the KajiLs earnest

"commajid be obeyed, and the city was at once over- 
"flowed by that furiaua eletnent, nor has it ever 
bucD able to tear it-s 

Such is the mode in which tJie Braimana choose to 
account for the signal overthrow of a place devoted 
to tiieir \rTQtrhed euperstitioiifl. 

It k not, however, improbable, that tlie njst of 
thw history may contain, like the mythology of 
Greece and Rome, a great deal of real matter of tact 
thuugh enveloped in dark and figurative represon- 
tafciona. Through the disguise of these we may dis- 
eeru some imperfect records of great events, and of 
ravolutjona that have happened in remote times; and 
they perhaps merit our attentiou the more, as it b 
not likely that any records of ancient Hindu history 
oust hut in this obscure and fantasdo dress. Their 
poeta seem to Lave been their only liistorinuB, as 
well 09 ^viues ; and whatever they rdate, is wrap¬ 
ped up ia this harlosquc garb, set off, by way of 
ornament, with circumstances hugely incredible and 
absurd, and all this without any ^te, and in no other 
order or tnctlmd, than sucli as the poet’s fancy Bug- 
gested, and found most convenient Jie^'nrtlielesB, 
by comparing namca and grand events, recorded by 
them, with those interspersed In the histoiies of other 
nations, and by calling in the asaiatance of ancient

offer, aome probable coDjectuieB, at leaistp if not iin- 
portant diaooveriea^ niaYf it ia hoped, bo made on 
those interesting eabjeerta It k mneh to bo regret¬ 
ted, that a blind attended with a total want of 
eurioiuty, in the Muliamxxmdan governors of this 
country* baa been so hostile to the pre^rration of 
Hindu monumentB and coins. Bnt a frpirit of in¬ 
quiry among Hu ro|>eana may yet perhaps he suecesa- 
ful; and an in^tamc^ which relates to the pkea 
above describedp though in itself a Hiibject of regret^ 
leaves roam to hnpe that futurity roaj'yet Imvo in 
store aonie useful discoveries. The K^l of Madras, 
who had often occasion to go to a place in tho 
neighbourhood of Holmbalipura, assured the writer 
of this aecount, that within hia romembmneo a x^'ot 
of those parts had found, in ploughing his ground, 
a pot of gold and sOver coins, with chameterB on 
them which no one in those parts^ Hindu or 
M uliamrnadtin, was able to deciph or. He added^ how¬ 
ever, that all search for them W'ould now bo vain, 
for they had doubtloas boon long ago devoted to the 
crucible, as, in their original form^ no one them 
tbonght them of any value* 

The inscription on the Pagoda mentioned above^ 
is an object which, in this point of view, appears to 
merit great attention. That the conjectuT^ liowcTer* 
which places it among the languages of Siam, may 
not seem in itself chimericEilp, the following pasaagee 
from some authors of repute ai^ here inserted^ to 
allow that the idea of a communieaturn having for¬ 
merly subsisted between that country and the coaet 
of Caromandel, h by no tueana without fouudatinn ; 
nay, that there la some affinity^ even at this day, 
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botwsea the Pali and BCitns of tlio Hindu lan¬ 
guages ; and that tlie same mode of itui'bIiI]} seems 
formerly to Imre prevailed m tlie Deccan, wliicb is 
now tiAccI by the Siamese. 

llonaienr da k Louliire, in Iub ei^eelicDt aecount 
of Siam, speaks thus of the origin of tLo Pali lan¬ 
guage — 

Tim Siamese, says be, do not mention any coun- 
** try wberu the Piili language, which ia that uf their 
‘^kws and their religion, k at prcaont in nso. They 
''flUppOBo, indeed, on tho roport of somo among them, 
^'who have been on the CouBt of Corouunddl, that 
**it bears some reimuibknce to soBie of Uie dialects 
that country; but they at the same time fdlaw, 
“ tliat tilE character in which it in written is not known 
'* blit among themaelves. Tlie socular MisBitiuarieH 
settled at Siam believe that this kagnogo Is not 
** entirely a dead one; because they ^ve seen in 
*'their hospital a man from the neigh bo urlmod of 
"Capo Comorin, who mixed several Piili words in 
'* Ilk disccjurBc, declaring that they were in use in big 
"coimtiy, and that he himself had never studied nor 
"know any othor than hia mothor-tonguc. They at 
**tb(i same time mention, as matter of certainty, t hat 
" the religion of the Sinmese cornea from tliose parts: 
“aa they have read in n Pali Inxilt that Samann 
" Kodam,* the idol of the Siamese, waa the son of a 
"king of Ceylon,■’tf

The word Tihjir,t or, ns the natives 
of :^ngiJ would write it, Biliar, is Sanscrit; and 
h erishtah, in bis Histoiy of Bengal, says, that this 
name was given by the Hindus to the Proritiee of 
Behar, becaose it was formerly so full of Bralimans, 
ns to be, as it wero, one great suminaiy of learning, 
as the word imports.

it 18 manifest, frotii Knux's whole account, that the 
religion of the Singlmliaae ia quite distinct from that 
which prevails at thia day among the Hmdua, nor 
does it appear that there is sudi a race of men as 
that of the Brahmans among them. The only port iq 
which thcro seems to ho any agrcoment is in tho 
worship of the Deyatns^ which has probably crept 
in among them from tbelt Tninil neigh bonrs, but 
that is carried on in a mnnner very didorent from the 
BraJitnanicaJ system, and appears to be held by the 
nation at large in very great contempt, if not abhor¬ 
rence. Kjios's account of it is Lhia; “ Their temples 
“{*. e, those of the Devat^) are, he says, 

" KAvilfi,*' which is tho Tamil word for P-agoda, Ho 
then goes on to say, "A man piously dia|>oaed, 
" builds n small house at bin own diargc, which Is the 
** temple, and liimself becuiuos pricat lljereof. This 
house ia seldom called God's Houae, but most 
usually Yakko,* the Devil'a" But of tho prevailing 
religion ho speaks in very difforont terms, and des¬ 
cribes it as carried on with much parade and splendour 
and attended with marks of groat antiquity'. “Tho 
“pagodas, or temples of their gods, says he, are so

continues to tMa day in tbe Deccan^ but Jsnot known 
among tbo Hindus of Heiigal, or Plindustuti Pru|)cr. 

" Tliore are in India public womon, called women 
*' of tbe idol, niid tbe origin of tbja custom ia this : 

when a woman bag mudo a vow for tlio jiurposo of 
** bavitig cliildren, ifsbe biitigy into the world a I'retty 
" daughter, she carries it to BorJ, fso they oaiJ tbu 
" idid W'bicb they adore,) and leaves it with liim.'^t 
Tliis is a pretty just accoutit of tbiu cuatoju, as it 
provails at tills day in the Deccan ; for t'bildreri are, 
indued, devoted to tbis profosBltm by their [larenta, 
and when they grow up in it tliey fire ealK-d, in 
Tamil,J or fomalo slaves of tiio idol But 

it is evident they have changed their maJitcr since* 
this Arabian account was writton, for there ia no idol 
of the name of 13<»d now worsbippud thorn. And 
the ciicumstaiicc of this custom being QnknMW'n in 
other parts of India, would lead ono ti> suspect that

Tho same Arabiiui traTellocs gtvo us an account- of 
a very powerful mco of Hindu hiagiS according to 
tfijoui, indeed, the meet powerful in India, who then 
rui^od on the Malabar Coast witb the title of Uftl- 
Lfira. * Their dominion appears to have extended over 
Guzernt, and the greatest part, if not the whole, of 
tho nndont kiagdoni of Vijayaphr* For iho Afabiftn 
geographer quoted by M. Itemvudofc inaktia Knheb 
vumh the metropolis of these princes, whicli is, doubt¬ 
less, Nahervftlab, the ancient capital of Guzomt; 
tliougli M, Eenundot aoeniB not to have known that 
places and the rest of the description sufliaiently shows 
the great exteuti of their doinlnion aouihwariL AL 
D’iiVnville speaks of tliia jnee of kings on the authority 
of the Arabian geographer Edrisi, who w'rotG in tho 
twelfth century, ucconling to whom it nppeara that 
their religion was, even so late as that period, not the 
BralummicJii, hut that of which wo are now speaking, 
M. D'AnviQn’a words are theso ; " Ed^ri acquiwiits

T here coHoua renwina of antiqtiity, aitnato near 

Ito sea, are at«nt tlurty-elg-bt English miles 
BoatJjCTly tram Wadriw. A distant view preaenta 
menjjy ^ rock, ifliich, ton a nmr apjiromrli, b found 
doeerrmgof particutm- nxaminntioiL The attantion 
pacing over the amalJor object^, is fiiat arrest^sd by a 
Hindu pagoda, covered with sculpture, and hewn 
froni a single mnas of rock; being nhout twcnty-aii 
feet m height, nonrlT m long, and about lialf aa broad. 
HTithm is the and a long imtciiptfon on tie 

wall, in diameters unknown. 

Near this strccturo, aie surface of the rock, about 
nmotpr fi^ in extent, and thirty in height, k cover¬ 
ed With fibres in bas-rdlef. A gigantie Gguru of 
tWgod Kmbnn w tlio most conspicuous, with 
A^unahiafavoimte, in the Hindu nttitndo ofpmyori 
but HO void of flesh, as to present more the appear¬ 
ance of a skeleton than the representation of a living 
person.

Something^ in¬ 
tended to lopioseat thia ia, indeed, visiblo, ^rhlch 
baa tiioro the eSect of spots. It appears ovideot, 
the sculptor was by no means so W'ell acquninted 
with the figure of tho lion as with that of the elo- 
pbEint and monkoy, both being well represented in 
this group- Tills sceno, 1 understand, is taken iroin 
the MaliubtiAmta, and exhibits the principal persons 
whose actions nro celebrated in that work. 

Oppomte, and surrounded by a waD of stone, am 
pagodas of brick, said to be of great antiquity. 
Adjoining ia an excavation in tlic rock, tUo massj 
roof Bccmingly supported by columns, not unlike 
those in the celebrated cftTem in the Island of Ete- 
phaiita, but have been left unfinished. This waa 
probably intended os a place of worahip. A few 
paces Onward is another, and a more Epacious, exca¬ 
vation, now used, and I suppose originoUj iu tended, 
as n shulter for traTcUerH. A scene of sculptura 
iVontB the entrance, said to reprasent KriaJirm attend¬ 
ing theherdfl of Ananda.t One of tho group repro- 
sentH a man diverting an infant, by playing on a flute, 
and holding the instrument aa we do,| A gigantio 
figure of the god, with tho ^£^£ 5 , and severd good 
representations of nature, ore observed.

In the way up tlic rock a prodigious ciroukr stone 
is passed under, so placed^ by nature on a stuooth 
and sloping surface, tliat you are in dread of iy 
erring you before you dear it. The diameter of 
this stone is twenty •seven feet. Tlie top of tlio rock 
is strewed with ^agments of hricks, the remainfv aa 
you are informed, of a pnhice stand uig on tliis site. 
ArcclaijgiiIarpolisliedskb,al»oQt ten feet in length, 
with the figure of a jim/iti couchant, at the south 
end, ia shewn you as tho couch of the Uhiinuarflja. 
A short way further, the bath used by the feumics 
of the palace Js pointed ouL A tale I suspect 
fabricated by the BuLhiiians to amuse the traveHer. 
That some of their own caste Imd dioaen thie sjmt, 
retired among rocks, and difficult of access, to reside 
in, and that fclie bath, ae it is colled, which Is only a 
rough Btono hollowed, was their reservoir for alitor, 
would havo an air of proljahility. The couch setims 
to have been cut from u stone uccidentajly placed in 
its present situation, and never to have made a port 
of the intcruaJ furniture of a building. The simhtf 
if intended os a lion, is equally imperfect with the 
figures of I,lie Boiue animal before mentioned, 

Descending over immense beds of stone, yon 
arrive at a spociotis excavation ; a tom pi o dedicated 
to 6iv-u, who is repreaentod, in the middle compart¬ 
ment, of a targe staiuro and with four arms i the 
left foot rests on a hull couchant; a small figure of 
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Braiimi on the rigUt liand; nnotlier of VielivjTi on 
tliO lofl; wTiero oko tlio figuro of fik gpddctis Piir- 
vnti b olwervijii At ono end of the tempio 13 n 
gigantic jigore of Vialinu, sleeping on im enoitnonji 
cobra-da-capcUa with Beveml Iicada, and so dwpoa* 
ed 03 to form a canopy over tlie liead of tbe god** 
At tlio opposite end is the goddesa Siva witli eight 
nrais^ mounted on a sirkha. Opposed to licr is a 
^gontiefignre with abuffido’s head and litnnan Ixxij. 
l^ctween these is a limnan hgure, auspended \vidi the 
head downn'arda. The goddess is represented ivith 
several warlike weapons, and some amed dwarf 
attendants; while tlie monster is armed with a club. 
In the character of Duigl, or pj>>toctor of the Tlrtu- 
oua, the goddess is rescuing from the Yaniarajat (the 
ligiiro iviili the bn Halo's b ead) tbe suspended figure 
laUcn imprnporly into his bands* Tbe figure and 
action of the goddess are executed in u maalerly and 
spirited style. Over this temple, at a con&idemblo 
elevation, is a smaller, wrought from a single mneg of 
stone. Here is seen a slab, similar to the Bliamm- 
riija’a couch. Adjoining ia a temple, in the rough, 
and a large mass of roch, the upper part nuighly 
fashioned for a pagoda* If a condusioji may be dmam 
from these unfinisLeJ worlts, an uncommon and 
nstonifihing persoveraace was exerted in finishing the 
structures hero; and the more so, from the Htone 
being a qxKsiea of granite, and extreniely hnTtL| 

The village contains but few houses, mostly In¬ 
habited by Brahmans, tbe number of whom ha% bow*

East of the village, and washed l>y the sea, whIcJi, 
perhaps, would hara entirely demolished it before 
DOW but for a dofence of Inrge atones in front, ia a 
pagoda of atojie, containing tlio Imgafif, and dedicat¬ 
ed to *SlTa, Besides the usual figures W’ithin, ono 
of a gigantic stature b observed etmtidied out on the 
gTWund, and ropresentod as secured in that positiDn-t 
This the Bnthinftnn tell j'ou was designed for a Ibijfb 
who w^ thus scenred by Vishsu; probably alluding 
to a prince of the Vbhfm caste having conquered the 
country, and taken its prince. The surf here breaks 
fiur out over, as the Brahmans iiiform yon, the mins 
in the city, whicli was incredibly Jaigo and aian'iii- 
ficent. Many of tire mosses of stone near the shore 
appear to have been yvnooght A Enilunao, about 
fifty years of agr^ a native of the place, whom I 
Imve hod on opportunity of conversing with sinco

The UnUiman hcraronioniioned Informed me timt 
their PutilnitB contflitied no nccoiint of any of the 
structures here described, except tho ntono ["iagodiis 
near the sea and the pagodas of brick at tho Tillage, 
built by Hharmaraja and his brotheTa. Ho, how¬ 
ever, gave me the folio wing traditional account; That 
a northom prince (perhaps on© of the conquerors) 
about one thousand years ago was deairouH of 
having a great work executed, but the Hindu soulp- 
toTB and masons refused to execute it on the terms 
ho offered. Attempting force I suppose, they, in 
numl«:r about four thom^nd, ded with their effects 
from his country hither, where tliey resided four 
or five yoara, and La this interval executed tljese 
magnificont works, Tlio prince at length discover¬ 
ing them, prevailed on them to return, wljicb they 
did, leaving the works unfiniidicd os they apjvear at 
present.* 

To those who know tiic nature of these people, 
this account will not appear improbable. At prosciit 
we flomethneB hear of all the individuals of a parti- 
cttlar branch of trade deserting their liousea, because 
the hand of power has treated them somewhat 
Toaghly; and we observo like circunistanceii conti¬ 
nually in miniatirre. "Why tlio Brahmiuia rosident on 
the spot keep this account BOcret, 1 cannot determine; 
but am led to Htippoaa they havo an tdcii, tho mure 
they can envelope the place in mystery the more 
people will bn tempted to visit and investigate^ by 
which means they profit considerably.

T he rcnuiitiij of Ancient sculpture, caHtx! by Extro- 
peitns tlie Seven Ptigudas, on the Coriumintlel 
Coast, thiiij-five milefl soutJi «f Miidmf, have long 
attractfid tho attention of tlioae who feel an interest 
in Hindu Arclmjologj'; and, bo lung as the year 
17S8, formed tho fmhject of a paper in Uio firet 
volume of the Asiatic Besenrelies. The author, 
Mr. William Chambers, v^rote from momnry, after 
an interval of twelve yoois from thoporiod at whidi 
he had visited tlio aeeno which ho descnlxid. His 
account, umM.^ompnmc-d na it was by drawings orfh*- 
Buniles of tho inflcriptioiw, could therefore scaraoly 
quoted to bo sufficiently niinute to answer any 
fimlicr purpose than that avowed by himsolf, of 
oAatmg public attention, and "giving rise to more 
accurate observations, nuJ more catuplete discoverioa 
on tho flame subject'' In the fifth volume of the 
^latic liesearelies, published in 1798, there ia amoiB 
descriptive account of those temples and excavations, 
wntten by ilr. Goldinghatn, a gentlenian of well- 
known talent, on whiac observations, as they were 
rucurded on the spot, wo may with coniideuce ralv.

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Mru. Gmhum is indtsid a later writer uti ilie subject: 
but bar remarks mu desultoTy, aitd ber infonuatlou 
impurfeetj us miuht bo ospoctod from tko opportu¬ 
nities presenting tbumseWos to iv casual tuid busty 
viBitor. In Bishop Hebor’s narmtive, three pages 
are devoted to a notice of (Pagoa 

21()—-218, Toi iii.) But the author merely follows 
the legends of the place, and evidentlj aims ut 
nothing more than a reiaird in his joumnl of hk im¬ 
pressions on a cursory visit. The testimony, how¬ 
ever, which this lamented i>relate hears to tbs degree 
of skill displayed in these seulptures must, &um his 
aeknow-tfiilged iuste, be looked upon as poculiarly 
valuable ; and it is gralifyiiig to one W'lio has taken 
much intoregt in them to tiiid, that he cousidered 
" some of the porticos, temples and bas-reliefs as 
very beautifully exoouttid,” imd pronounced "the 
general nierit of the work as sttperior to that of 
Blephantn."* 

Wih these notices alrcatly hoforo the public, It 
-would Ikj superliuous to occupy th© attention of the 
Society with another detailed description of tlinae 
inonuniente, and 1 shall therefore content myself 
with a reference to Mr, Goldinghaui's paper, as far 
as may bo aecessary to nccomplisb the objccte which 
I IiaVD at present in view.

from balievmg in tlie tales of these Brahmans, who 
are obviously interested in ijonnecting TvondcTful 
stories with the remains which they gain n livelihood 
by diewiiig to strsngom, 1 even doubt whoUier Maliil- 
malftiprtr waa ever, as ajiscrted by them, the site of a 
groat city, now portly covered by the sea ; and Blill 
more, whether the gilded, siiuiniit of one of the five 
pagodas, said to ^ bo covered, was visible two 
generations ago.

Exclusively of a semp of miHlem Tclugu, very 
incorrectly designed and rudely sculptured on tlie 
floor of the Kr/HUria Maiirifapam, and ui consequence 
emmeouBly copied an andent by Mr. Goldinghorn (see 
Asiatic Iloaearches, voL v, page 60),* I noticed three 
klncls of insenpidons at Malidmolaipur, tn'o of which 
Lave hitherto icnmined uiidedphered. It is also 
highly probable that tliree other kinds, which I ahalj 
have occasion to mention, ore to be met with in this 
neighlmurhoocL 

First. An ancient Tamil inscription is seen on 
A &ci; of rock bj the side of the inner entnmee to 
the Vaiuhasvatni pagoda, which is still in use, 
Ttiis would be legible thronghout, were it not that a 
wall, which projects from the rock, cuts off a con¬ 
siderable portion of each line; on this account Idid 
not consider it worth while to take a copy.t From 
what renmins visible, it is certain that tlia inscrip¬ 
tion records a grant to the Varfihasvdml pagoda of 
a quantity of land, the boimdnriee of which are vety 
minutely defined, both os reBpects the propicrty of 
others, and the cardinal points. The act of dona¬ 
tion is attested by nomerous witnesses, and the namo 
of the donor is also tnenttoned. A (>C!rfect copy of 
this inscriptiDa might tpasily be made, if tbe wait 
which 1 have noticed were removed; and as the

Tlirouglmut this Tamil iuBcjtption the place is 
called Moii^iualaipbr, whicli signifiea the city of 
the groat mountain, evidently with reforonco to the 
rocky eminence in tho vicmlty, Tliis indeed cannot 
bo called a great inountain on account of its sixo : 
hut tlie word nuiJiA may refer to greatness of sanc¬ 
tity, or renown, mth equal propriety. 

To designate the village Maliabalipuram, the

F JiavB lately received from Madraa two ancient 
inscriptions purjiorting to be from the neighbour- 
flood of MahAiimlaipdr, and two also have been 
kindly furnished mo by Colonel Do Havilland. Of 
tJioso four, two appear to be identical, which reduces 
the number to three. Their precise loqolitioa t Lave 
not the means of knowing, with the eiception of 
one, entitled by Colonel Do Havilland, "Sanscrit 
inscription engraven on the north aide of the 
verandah of a pagoda oicavatod out of the solid 
granite, two milea north of Mahilbaliputauj."

Etdored as apories of anuioni Devanagari. {See 
plate XV, Noa. 2 and 3,) 

This variety of charaotet*, with identity of matter, 
leads me to think it probable that the inscription 
itself wTis a kind of general proclamation sculptured 
in different places, and tiiMdified, as in my in scrips 
tlon, to render it applicable to local circninstunces, 
Whctbar it will thiaw light upon tha history of 
MaliAniidaipilr, containing as it docs the naTiie of the 
fiovereign w'ho founded the temples to wiiich it has 
been affixed, is a question which 1 must leave to be 
examined by tho.'io who have studied the anciont 
dynasties of the south of India. 

A third kind of cliaracter at MaliiimaUiipilr, or a 
sixth kind, if we reckon those received from Madias 
and from Culonei De TTavilland, is to be found in 
the inscriptions over the basso-relievo figures which 
ornament the monolithic pagodas already mention¬ 
ed as situated to the southward of the 'rillage, and 
of which several arc represented in plate XVI. 
Neither the Join Brahman employed by Colonel 
Mackcn^i^ nor any other native of India who Imd 
seen theso InacriptionB, was able to decipher then), 
or to offer any conjectore as to the language in which 
tJioy were written; and even the leonicd Mr. Ellis, 
after repeated visits to tliia place, was cq^ually uftsuc- 
oesaful in his endeavours. Mrs. Graham, indeed, 
states that Colonel Mackenzie Imii found a Bndi-

the BOunilSf but did not understand the? languafjn 
they espresB. Wliethor any person did actnoJly 
thm impoae on Lliat geiitletnan, or wlietber Mns. 
Gratmm ]ia£) tonlbunded th^sc ia&criptiaim witli tlie 
last, I cannot dclerminej but it is qiiito cortaln that, 
if any p-erson had been abln to decipher the ehamcr- 
ter, he would* without any difficulty, have disenver- 
ed the language.to bo Sanscrit. It was by assuming 
this to bo the case, that 1 eticceeded in deciphering 
thciso inscriptiona,'"' 

J beg now to lay theni before the Society, Uigether 
with a transcript in Devanagari, and a transliitlon.(

It is to bo regretted that these inseriptioijs* 
instead of containing general lafurriiation respecting 
the origin or date of the ecolpturea, are morely 
epithets applicablo to the figures,over which they 
are pbic^d- At the same time wo should remember 
that their brevity and positiort* having led to the 
aeaumption that tliey were natoes of deities, tbu.^ 
rendered the task of deciphering them somewhat 
loss difficult. UnimportjLfit m they are in them¬ 
ed ves, a knowledge of them may kud to the acquire' 
ment i»f useful or enrioua informatirwi to be drawn 
from other sourceSr I trmt that the Scsciety will 
indulgently consider tlie litility of this research, not

There are certfunly no Iiiistorical monuments In 
Indbi iiioro decidedly authentic iLan the cojiper and 
atone inaeriptieiiis fonnd hi such abundance in ni^ny 
parts of Uio country I and it Ls advancing one step to 
lm\& detenu!tied that theae^ ho^voTor different the 
characters in svlucli they itre seulpttired from ihoso 
in use at tlie present day, are all in the Sanscrit 
language^ in which so little change lias taken place 
in the kpso of ages, tiiat^ when once we liuve sue- 
needed in the task of deciph eririg, all dlfBculty is at 
an end^ and the record of a remote antiquity is placed 
Inteliitrjbly before m. 

These inscnptioiis, and those at Ikenorali in the 
island of Saketto, one of wMch, with the minium 
Saaserit, and a Iranalation^ 1 laid before the Society 
oil a InLto occasion^ are perhaps the most ancient^ itt 
least the most di^imilar from characters at present 
in use, which I have mot withj and 1 thliih myself 
therefore w'arranted in con cl tiding tlmt. there ara 
no infleriptiona of Hindu origin to he found in India 
which may not, hy attentive study, be deciphered, 
and by the as^tanco of 1 earned natiYCa, afterwarda 
interpreted. 

\V itii a view to rendoriiig the characters of these 
deciphered inseriptionB gieneralJy applKtablo, 1 have 
added two tabJee (pkte XVITL) : the ono contain¬ 
ing all tho chanuitor& found in the inBcription. in the 
Ga/icaa pagoda * the other,, those met with over the 
hofiso-rclicvo %ures on the Itathas.

I N the month of June 1S40, I Accompanied a 
small party of Mends on A visit to the remwk- 
ablo rommna at MilniAllaiphr, An onr excnrmoiij 
from its necosaary brevity* was likely to prove one 
of ftmuBcnicnt rather than of antiquarian reaeanih, 
and the large qnartoa of the Asiatic Society nro 
soniowhat curabroia* wo borrowed from our friend 
Mr. Binddoch a little pamphlet published by 1^ 
Bomc years before* which at once served as a guide 
to what was worth seeing, and osplalncd to such 
of na B 3 were hut alightly acqu^tod with Hindu 
Mythology* the subjects and Allusions of the varioim 

sculptures.

As topics for iho latter 1 luuned a more Hatisfactory 
account of the Insciiptionaj and some infottimtion, 
if obtainable, as to tho history of T^IamallaipAr and 
the origin of the escavations and ficulpturos. With 
his liabitual modesty he acetned to doubt his compe¬ 
tency to deal Mcitb the hitter subjects, but proniisud 
to TBTise and dilato his former paper. I then sug¬ 
gested that he should solicit the assistance of liia 
old and valnod friend, the Rev. W. Taylor, in asoer- 
toining someihing of the liiatoiy of tho place. This 
gentleman, bo well knmvii as an accomplLdied orien¬ 
tal linguist, having been rocontly ougaged in tho 
examinntiou of tlie Mackenzie MSS., might, T 
thought, have discovered amongst them somo infor- 
mutiou tending to throw light on so interesting a 
subject. Mr. Taylor, it vrili bo aceu, has responded 
with equal good feeling and ability to the request 
so made to him; and liLq notes, appended to Mr. 
Brnddoct’s paper, must bo considered as a most 
voliiablo addition to it. 

As Mr. Rmddoek proceeded with his work he 
forwarded the rough sheets for my perusal with a 
request that I should suggest any alterations wluch 
my more recent visit to iho plate might enable mo 
tti do. The paiJor was scarcely completed, no time 
luid been granted for rcnsloti, 1 hod not even seen

Some months after Mr, Bruddoek's deathp T was 
retjuesteil by liis family to revise and prepare for 
publication iiis papers on Matiialhdpur ; a Lask which 
I liayo undertake n not wit bout great diihdciice.

translation of Dr. Babingt on ia of course overthrown, 
since malkii does not mean '* hill.'' The present 
name of the place in common use appears to be 
Maralavararo, and not Mahubalipuram, im Nome 
have stated. The latter mistake can scarcely be 
Tegretted. however, by those who have perused tbo 
ploaoing fiction which the poetical talent of Southey 
has embodied in his "Curae of Kohoma." 

The BGcond kind of inscription mentioned by Dr. 
Baf nngton oppoara in the temple dedicated to Gojkmm, 
wtnated nertr the north end of the liill, ntid describ¬ 
ed in ito order by Mr. Bniddock. By tlm ^.s^btimce 
^ hiB Jain Brahman in diiciphtring the characters,

Tliree ndditloiuil inscriptions wero Bent to Ur, 
Babipgtua by h^itue Mdclms friends; one by Colonel

'‘solid i^ranitc, two luiles north of the place.” Of 
these Di\ Bahington aays, "all these mscriptinnii 
" diflxir in character from each other, hut agree pre* 
"ciaelr in matter; and it ia remarkable tliat the 
“»lokns of which they are composed, are, with the 
"eiceptioft of the last, contained, though in diiferettt 
" order, in the inacrijition copied by mo from the wall 
" of tlie Gaueja pagoda, Aly inscription ia in a 
"diameter dilfoHiig again from any of the rest. 
"Tlie other insciiptiona consist of five dohag only, 
" until Homo undcciphertil portions. Tlie first 
** three dohas in my inGcription are not found In the 
"others; my fonrth doka is tho same as theirs, TJie 
"fifth, siKtli,and seventli slukas of my inscription aro 
Win ting in tho othem. My eighth and ninth dokaa 
"arc their first and second, and my tenth is their 
third. Their fifth doka 1 have a-scertained after a 
"very careful comparison, to be quite difibrent from 
“the undeeiphered portion of my inacrijition. Its

The third kind of inscription is found over the 
fipiroa on the monolithie temples to the sotrth of the 
vilIngP.

After conddomble trou¬ 
ble, Dr. Bftbington hiimwslf succeeded in doing so. 

It jjjight reasonably have been eipected that those 
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inijcriptioiiB wokIcI ]mve thrown Kfitne light €)n tbo 
origin! or probable nge of tlio ssciitptiires, excavations, 
luitl tlnsmsElvea. They aftiini no very preelso iiifor- 
tnatirnk at dJL The appobatioui? given to tlie priiico 
or princes wJio "‘^cauiied the erectioiis/* are mere 
epithets, l^y widch no indiTiduid can with certainty 
be identified^ (vide Mr. Tayloris DotG d) i and irere 
it possible to do this, tlie clirotiology must stiJl bo in. 
n vcjy degree theoretical. I perfectly agree in. 
ojduioii with Mr. Tuylor that there is little in the 
Sculptures themselves, if wo except the I-tatlias, the 
VarsihnKvami Pagodn, the (.lanesn temple and the 
temple at .^Sil'uTan Kuppatu, tu justily* the supposition 
of their very great antiquity. Must of theui are in 
the most perfect preservation, and present a freshness 
of nppenniiicc whieh creates an invohmtarj' idea of 
their aimDst recent execution. The siiiijects of the 
sculptures too arc an e^'idenoe that they aro not of 
very remote antiquity. They arc representations of 
Taiious personages and incidents in Ilindu mytho- 
logy, and arc chieily borrowed fi'oni the famous poem, 
the Alahiibliarata. This and the language of the 
insoriptiuna which is Sanscrit, or Tamil V'ith San- 
Ecrit derivatives, marh iho presence of the Brah- 
nianical fuitii. Now it appears from Mr. Taylor's 
rescarchca, that previous to the soventh centuty' of 
the Christian om, the w-hule of the district in which 
Mamallalpib' stands was occupied by the KumnibniU, 
a Imlf-civiliicd people of the Jaina rcllgioa ; and it 
was about that period or probably later that, under 
the auBpiecs of Adom/al, a prince W'hose capltalfi were 
Conjeveram and Tripati,* the Brahmana were intro- 
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<laced into tliw part of the eountry. The extent of 
the W'orks, and the labor and expense beinlowotl on 
them seem to iiidiwato a lonj^ estahliBliod Braluna- 
Iiical iudaence ; audit will ha seen from Mr. Taylors 
note {c} that au hietorioal paper amongst the Mnckeu* 
zia MSS. aftbrda grounds for BUpj»osiBg that at least 
fioiiio of these excavations, 4c., wore executed ao 
lately as the soveutoenth ceiituiy by a prince deno- 
niinatcd Siililnituansyni/a. The »upplemetitar>- paper 
by Walter Elhot, Ewj., rolatiug tt, the reniaiiip tit 
iS'A/uvaii Kuppiu, serves to suggest a much earlier 
date than the latter for certain of these remarkabla 
prodiicbioQs whidi he Uioreia specifies. 

W orhs of this nature Jiuve Uoan executed in all 
parts of the world during the earlier stages of civili- 
zatim Piocky caves formed by nature offer a con^ 
shelter for the gloomy rites of a dart super- 
fitition, a ready defence from the attaoka of Bnemiea 
or the inclemency of tl*o and supplied 

appropriate receptacles for the remains of the dead 
Xn the most ancient times the Holy Scripturea aT>.at 
o caves as places of reHidcaee and refuge, as well aa 
Ql flepulturo. Many of these natural recesses were 
greatly enh^cd and rendered more commodioua 
or hotter adapted for the puiposca of shelter ami 
^fcnce by human labor and art. This may still bo 
traced m several countries of the East. Maondrell

the hike Sivee, lud near the site of Artajata, 
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the ancient capital of Armenia. The sepulcliral cave* 
of Egypt have been admirably illufitrated by Bclzooi. 
Sir AJoxauder Humea has given an interesting 
account of the eculptures and caves at Bameean. 
Tho.w at Elephanta and Ellora are weU known in 
India: and such os are interested in these remarkahle 
records of past times should not overlook the descrip¬ 
tion and beautiful sketches of Petra by Lnbordo. 
AniongHttho savages of STorth-Weatern Australia, 
Captain Gray has discovered sculptured rocks and 
painted caverns, Io this way nature appears to have 
snggested to mankind the earlier efforts of art 
The Hath os, or monolitliie temples to the south of 
the village, are probably the most ancient of the 
remains at MdmaUnipflr. Tlieir inscriptions are in a 
character»o completely obsolete, that the mast learn¬ 
ed natives, according to Dr. Babington, are unable 
to decipher them, Tliis species of sculptnre is re¬ 
markable, and much more rare than mere cxeavatlons. 
ft was, however, practised by tho ancient Egyptiaiw, 
and Herndutus (Lib. ii. cap. 155) bas given a short 
description of a monolithic tenijde of Latono,, which 
stood at iSuto, near the Sebeunytic month of tho 
Nile, He says it measured 4(1 enbito or Gh feet in 
height, frreadth, and width : and its roof coneistod 
of a separate stone, four cubits high. This temple, 
wUicIi must have been conveyed to its site, must have 
weighed on tbo lowest computation upwards of 5,000 
tonii. At ibe 175th chapter of the same book, he 
describes another monolithic temple at Sais, which 
bad been broaglit thither by King Amaats from 
Elephantine, the island opposite Syene, inunedinteiy 
below the first cataract; a distance of twenty days' 
sail, or of 700 miles by land. The outside measmu-

But°we 
uii^t reniamber that whilu these are /« I&cq nufHrtj?, 
being cut in fact from large boulders or distinct 
of gmnite, the monolith of Aimyds hml to bo 
convoyed to itit site by manual labor ; and Herodo¬ 
tus alHrma that two thousaud boatmeu u'ete occU' 
pied in its removal for a period of upwards of threo 
years. Alter all indeed it waa not placed precisely 
where king had proposed ; for which two reasona 
are nsfiignod. First, that tins architect, woaiy of the 
labor and time expended on tho work, heaved a detip 
sighaatliQ workmen were dnigging it fonvard, which 
Amasis interpreted m ntj unfiivorablo omen * and 
aecoudjy, that one of tho workmen, having unfortu- 
^tely fallen under the moving ninaa, was crushed to 
death, and on tlik account it was allowed to remain 
whoro Jt tlieri was. Mr. Burton, in hlsoxceq^tu (phUe 
41J gives a topreaentation of a similar monolith Haul to 
be ol the siune king, and found at Tol-et-mid. This 
meoHures cxtomolJy 21 foot £> inchoa high, 13 fcet 
broad, and 11 feot 7 incltew deep r and imornaliy la 
feet3iiicheshigh,Sfoet broad,ands fuot 3 inchesduep. 
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The ficulpturetl rooka ut Mflmuibipurj (yii tvhich 
is fepreaeittcil the peniuicti of Atjuna,) are by no 
means without their pamlleJ, This primitive appli¬ 
cation of the art of ctcalptnre emhihb an obvious mode 
of perpotunting the mcnioiy of events, historical or 
mythological, and has been adopted from tbe earlieat 
ogcB. Un the rocks of the river Lycos, near Beirout 
in fciyria, iltc atiU to he seen the figure in relief, and 
the name inscribed, of Kemeses the great king of 
^ejyp^* who is supposed to have fiourished about 
JJ, C, 1330, anii was therefore eonternpomiy with 
Ehud and Shamgnr mentioned In Iho hook of badges: 
hat early Egyptian clironology is bo exceedingly 
uncertain, tliat the ora of Remeses nmst always bo 
conjectural. Not far from this is another actiiptnrc 
of a Persian king, and an inscription in the arrow- 
headed ehnnmtcr, which not having been yet deci¬ 
phered ofiords likewise no condnsive evidence astiiita 
ago, Copies of these have been tufide by Bemomi. 
No Christian can have forgotten the exclamation of 
Job, till tlmt my words were now written f Ob 
'* that they were printed in a book J That they wero 
“ graven with an iron pen and lead in the rock for 
*■ ever I (f-hap. xix., 23, 24-) A.ad from some remains 
in the ivady Mchatteb, and in other vaileys near the 
Tuountains of Sinai, it would seem that' the art of 
^'engraving on rocks is in tliose regions of great 
antiquity. Fignrea of men and animals accompany 
thuse inseriptiuDs ; the characters of the latter are 
for the most port unknoivn in the present day. These 
inscribed rocks extend in one place for abont tliree 
hours march, and are mentioned by Burkhardt, 
I^bordo, and other travellers. 

At Bo'Sitoon, near Kormansheii in Persia} is a

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strsatii above wlioso foujibiiii^heiK! ia a pnyectinfr 
rock contfljaiptf tho reniiuiia of an inimenEc pioco of 
Bculptoro. The groat antiquity of this mtorostlng 
rolicia cvidoiicod by the succeeuivo mutiiationa it has 
suffered, to a0brd room for subsequent inscriptions, 
as well Bs hy the ordinary operations of time upon 
both It and them. By Mr. Macdonald Kinnior this 
bas-relief has been supposed identical witii one spoken 
of by Diodorus Siculus, on tho authority of Ctesjoif r 
who certainly had peculiar advantogofl for obtoming 
accurate infonnatiou oonnected with Persian tradition 
and history. Ho says, W^^oaro inibrnicd by Diodorus 
Siculus that Setiiiraoiis, in her march to J5cbatami, 
encamped near a mountain called Eagistan, in Media, 
Sli© cut out a piece of the lower part of tho rock, and 
caused her imago to bo carved upon it, and a Jmiidrod 
of her guards that wore lancetecrs, stoiiding round 
her; she wrote like wise in Aasyrian lettcim on tho 
rock, that Semiramis ascended from tho plain to iho 
top of tlie mountain, by laying tho putka and fardlca 
of the beasts that followed bar one upon another,'' 
There are many points of resemblance between the 
mountmn of Be-Sitoon and that of Bagistan described 
by Diodorus Hiculi^; and supposing Mr, Eiimier to 
be nght m bis conjeetures, we have fiere the rem^ 
mmts, for they are unfortunately no more, of a has- 
rebef executed at tb© lowast coiiipntiition dOO years 
befoto the Christian era. Throughout aadent Media 
and Pemia sculptured rocks, af various ages^ repe.at- 
C'dly occur: a great many of these bos-rcliofs, how¬ 
ever appear to belong to the Sasaaiiian em: (f^nu 
A, D. 226 to A. D. 632.) ' 

'n.CBe introductory notes have, I foar. altvadv 
become too tong and tedious; it only remalus, there- 
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fore, that I aeknowledgo idj' obligattotis to Walter 
f^lliot. Esq,, of the Marlms CiiriJ Service, to whoso 
friendly kindnosA l am indebted fortho very valitable 
sapplementary paper on the remainB at iSid'uvau Eup- 
piun, 08 well aa for a map of MiltimllAiptlr drawn 
in l St'3 by Colonel Hackenaie, The Inttor I have 
TGilncod, and by nnmbering the several objects both 
in it and in Mr. Bradflock'a deacription, I have 
oadeavonred to reader the whole a more nsefid guide 
to tlioso who may dedicate a few spare bonra to a 
visit to tbbi interesting spot. Tbo sculpinres ore for 
the most part siwh as do mark no very advanced 
Btnte of art, Tliey possess unne of that finished elo- 
gnneo and refined taste, and bnt little of that purer 
poetic spirit which chftractorizo the productions of 
Eumpe. Still they aro highly deserving attention 
as the beat spcictmens of native skill to be met with, 
I believe, in Southern India; and will not Ixj under- 
valued by those who are capable of (Mmprehending 
tho extent to whioh art, even in ita earliest infancy, 
has contributed to the civilization of mankind.

of India in the present day, The top ia ell)ptii»il, 
and bears cansidemhlo rosemblanco to the gothic 
atj'lo. The pilltxrs which support a verandah on the 
western aide am, T think, similar to columns which 
I have seen in the sketches of Egyptian Ruins by 
Denon, This temple is 23 feet high, 2ij feet long, 
and 1 1 fact ti inches brood. On the western face, at 
what may bo callad the foundation, there is a rent in 
the rock, which causes the temple to incline a little 
out uf the perpendicular towards the south-east. 
This handsome structura (if so it may be termed). 
Las a voraiidiih arid a niche, the latter containing an 
image of Gan&ia, which, blackened by smoke and ghuc, 
is still an object of adoration to tbo people of the 
village. Tbeir Bmluuans, 1 was told, propitiate tlm 
stone deity every Friday witli lustrations of ghee and 
coccenut oQ, and certain rites and prayers. Thu 
inner w'all of the verandali, south of tlio niche, beara. 
an inscription in the same kind of diameter as tliat 
hereafter noticocl. According' to Dr, Bablngton, 
(Tninsoctions Royal Asiaticisodety, Vol. £, pp. 2£ii5-d,t 
and plate NIV.) this inscription cousists of verses in 
praise of Niva-J I have stated that this temple con¬ 
tains an image of Ganoiai, and aa this is tile second 
time tlmt Gane,ru has been mentioned, it may be 
right to sbtto who and what lie is.

revenge dm act by perfbniiingaudi austoriuefl as, had 
Umy continued, would have demngud the destinies 
or tho uinverse. Tliia alarmed the whole eongro- 
^tion of the gods, who intrctitcd (Siva to restore 
(..aiim to life. Ha consented to do bo, but the 
sever^ head could not be found : it wiw determined 
therelnro to jdoce on the headless tront iU. n™.!..-,. 



Liiisjuvniioccaeion 
thegoda came to congratukto Parv'utl; but one of 
lhfm,t whoso name J have forgotten, kept ina eyes cast 
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down and furaboro to look «p. Tho goddess observ- 
Jng oskod him the reason of it; wlien ho told 
her that he was doomed to injure whomsoever ho 
looked uponj^ and therefore would not venture to 
look on the child. Pirvati would not believe timf . 
Any mjuiy could ho done, and urged him to admire 
her beautiful Ganesa. But no sooner did ho lift up 
his eyes, than the child's head vanlslied. This unes' 
pected result astounded Ptlrvath who hod no sooner 
recovered from her first surprise, than she gave such 
passionate rent to her feelings, that VUhnu,apprehen¬ 
sive of the consequences, dew to the l>ankB of ilio 
Ganges, and brought tliencu the head of an elephant, 
whicii lie placed on Gatiejias shoulders, 

Pfissing the nortli-westem front of the temple just 
described, and following the foot-path which leads 
through a narrow acclivity formed by rocks and 
bushes on either side, we come to an esaoavation with 
A very pretty frontago, on the loft hand, ^No, 9.) 
It is hewn In tlie side of the hill, is -22 feet long, 11 
feet deep, and 1D foot 6 inch^ high. Of this e:sca' 
vation and of the imagery within it, plates are given 
in the second Volume of the Hoyal Asiittic Society's 
Transactions,* 

On tho wall, at the right hand or south-west ond, 
there is a group of figures roproflenting the Vaoiana 
Avatilra, or fifth incamatton of Vishnu, undertiLken 
by liim to punish pride and presumption. Tlie story 
is tills; 

Mahibali, a prince who lived in the Treta Jitga, or 
the second ago, was so elated hy his prosperity,that lie 
omitted to perform the more esseatki sacrifices to the

detemiiDeHa to chock so* btid au esiunplo, hecamo 
mcamnto and asstmied ttio form of a ^I'rotched Brail¬ 
le dwarf. Mahiilmli ^as at that time in possesaion 
of the whole imiTOTOo, having previously acr.uin^ 
tins doTOinmn ID conseqnence of hksigiiia piety or 
punctual porformaiice of certain auatentioa and iCor- 
ous acta of devotion. Vishnu, in thu shape just 
montioned, appeared hefom him, and asked «sa l«)oii 
«o much of his wide possfessions ng he could pace b 
throe steps. This the monarch reodiJy undertook 
^ grant, at the same time desiring him to ask some* 
hmg more worthy for a prince to bestow. The 
pretend^ Brahman, however, professed hU content 
with what he had already rerpiested, imd tho kine 
proceeded to ratify his promieo by imuring wa^ 
mto the petitioners hand, wHch was, it would seem, 
the most solemn mode of confirmit^ a grant. As 
- woa doing tide, the size of the dwarf grew tm^yr 
and confcmufld to expand until it the whufo 
wtfi V^flu tUun discovering him^ielf, deprived 
Maiialjsdi m two stops of earth and Leaven ; hut m 
eon^deration of hi« previoos virtue and goneml good 
conduct, ho deprived him of no more, but left to iifo 
^yernmont thy kingdom of Pdtdln, a lower or in- 
erior world, said to bo the abode of eeriionts. Sotiie 
say tliat tho water used Id this liansoetion for tho

Thtf 
stihorJinate figures do not appear to illustrate tho 
story, or at Ittiat the version above given of it 
Perhaijs another ciicuiDstance should be related, 
the imaginniioa may be allowed under some lestric- 
tioD to be the intorpretert bat even then only a part 
tjf the figures seem to be connected with the tale. 

It Lb said that j^ukro, regent of the planet Venus 
and guru of tho Asums, acting as mantri, or minister,* 
of MohAboli, fiiithfully informed tlm king of the 
deceit that was being practised upon him. There i« 
a figure with a dog^liko head spotiMng to atiotluir, 
who seemg h> rest hts chin on hla right hand in deep 
reHection. These two figures occupy tho upper part 
of the sculpture on tlio left of Viehuu. Pelow Ihora 
aro two figuregin humim shape represented as falling. 
Perhapa tho former may represetit ifukra and Mahfi- 
bali at tho moment when the prince was fimt made 
acquainted by his connsdlur with the true chameter 
of the dwarf, but was too proud to witlidrow his royul 
pledge ; and the latter the Baiiie after ho had fallen 
from Ilia high estate: or the two falling figures ntav 
imply that the two steps of Visliau ImJ deprived hrm 
of the dominion of heaven and earth. Wliat the rest 
of the figarea may iUuatmto, I do not conijectnre,t 
On the wail of ilio opposite or nortli-oflstem end 
is a sculptured delineatioQ in. baa-relkf of the Varuha

' Ar atim, A tnong the Jegendaty stories of the Hindufl^ 
seirerB! different accounts are given of Vishau’a 
toflsyuB for lukitig on Itimsetf this incarnation^ and 
partieulflrly whj Jie nssimied thu shafc of a bunr. 
Afjjong otheftt it is said that a Daitya, or evd spirit, 
named Hirauy^ksha, gained from Hialnuil hy LL* 
scrupulous piety and the performance of penances uf 
veiy great efKcm^, a promise tbat he k ho aid have 
givra to him anyihing he asked. Accordingly he 
desired miiversaJ dominion, and osoinption” from 
being hurt by the bite or power of any living cron' 
ture. He enumerated all animals and venomous 
reptiles that fade or sting, except tlie boar, which 
was forgotten. His ambitious desires wero no 
sooner obtained Umu he became exceedingly pm- 
sumptumifi, proud, and wicked; and forgetting tho 
great power of tlio gods, he ran away with the whole 
oartli, and plunged it and himself into the depths of 
the Hoa I This singular exploit mode the inteqiosi- 
tion of the preserving power necessaiy; and V'lahflii 
changing himself into the form of a boar, plunged 
into the ocean | fought a dreadful battle w'luch lasted 
A thousand years; at length slew the impious Dfli^a; 
brougiit back the earth on his tusks, and restored it 
to its usual good order, peace, and tmnquilli^* 

The aciUpttma illustrative of the story appear to 
^fer to a period subsequent to the Imttle, for the 
Dpires supply the imagination with Uie idea that 
the boar headed deity ia now solacing hiojeelf aOor 
the toils and dangers of hia tliousoud years’ conflict.

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The principal figure, VibIihu (four-lianded). Is execut¬ 
ed with cotiHidcrablo spirit. He staadB finulv on 
the left log. Tlie right log is raised, and the foot 
rests on the Iicad of another figure. On the right 
knee rits a feraalo; Viflbau’a left hand gra.^ps the 
ainalJ part of Jjer right log, ajid bia right hand 
passes behind her, a little lower than the waist, while 
lie regards her with interesting pig-headed gravity. 
Hifl two retuBinlng hands hold a conch shell and the 
chakra.* Bulew Vishnu’ft right leg is the upper 
portion of a figure with the liands raised as in prayer, 
its lower part being immersed in what may bo sup¬ 
posed a representation of tlie waves of the soa, {the 
rock being here very rough and unfinislied.) Another 
figure, rising out of this imaginary water, is also in 
a posture of supplication ; and there are other necos- 
sorios, but th^ do not appear to explain the story. 

From the bock wail of this excavated fane is a 
projection moosnring 7 feet 9 incheB broad and 
3 feet 0 inclicfl doep. It contains an empty niche, in 
which, however, may be traced the outlines of a deity, 
which the chisel of the workman has not brought 
into being, A flight of three small steps leads into 
the niche, and on either side its entrance, os well os 
at each end formed by the projectian, is a figure in 
bas-relief, with the name, attrihutes, or office of w'hicb 
T am unacquainted. 

Sculptured on the hack wall between this niche 
and the norib-oost end of the excavatioD is a female 
figure, probably Devi or Pirvali, the coneort of ^ vo, 
bathing. She is attended by her females and two

On a ai m I la y apace to the south of the niche ia 
another female figure^ which f take to he a repre^n- 
tation of the same great perswnoge; in thh^, however, 
1 am not poftitivc.t On each Bido of the principal 
figures are two bulky little fcllowB, and a fuurth 
figure of a more uatund alze. Thero are also two 
headit of aniioak, one aoniowhat rimilar to an ante- 
lope'a, the other intetided perhaps for that of a tiger- 

The front of this excavation is supported by two 
colutans and two pUnators of a handsome stylo of 
nrdiitccture. TIjo ceiling is ornamented.with flowery 
aculpture, hut W sevend cracks in it mnaing length¬ 
ways ; i. e. in a north-east and aoutb-westerly 
direcLioa. ■' 

Abon t eighty yards west of this place, on the top 
of tlie hill, may bo found, after a little Toseareh, the 
Htone bed, with a lion for ita piflaw. whidi, in tho 
recount published in the Asiatic ReKearahes already 
nJIudod to. IB called tho Dhannarija's lion-throne, 
(No. 10); and at a trifling distance S, W. of tlda, is 
the batli of BmnpadL ijon and bed measure 
in length 0 feet 6 indies, and in breadth 3 feet 
6 inchue; the Uon is 18 indma high, and sfcretdung 
acrote the south end appears as if intended for a seat 
or pillow, Tho bed lies duo north and sonth, and is 
hewn out and fhabioned on tlie surfaco of the solid 

. There is not the least appearance of tho 
plauo having once been an apartment of o palace, as 
intimated m that account: tho tup of tho hiU hoie- 
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aixtut is itidced qulto un(?¥en nnd irneguliU', aod 
abounds with immense blocks and mcuises of granita. 

There is nothing mare which merits notice on the 
surface of the hill^ if we except nun^erons nioitico 
holes, w'hlch may bo seen running parallel to its 
western edge, and many snuill H^hts of stops cut in 
several parts of the toc 1 i 9 « 

Leaving the top of the hill, and descending by the 
path in front of the temple last mentioned, at a few 
feet Booth -cast of the pagoda 'which contains tho 
image of Concur will bo found eculptunod in baa- 
rcltcf, on the eastern: faces of two large rocks, tho 
storif of the Xapas 11) or intense pommee of 
Aijtma. Tliosc two rocks adjoin each other, being 
ilividod only by a tiesure. They monsuTe S4 foot in 
length, and about 30 foot in height. 

Td thifl group of sculptures, the principal figure^ 
that of Arjuna, is not the largest. He is seen on 
the lefit of the lissure in tho posture of ponnuce; lug 
arms arc laised above his liead, Lis right leg is lifted 
np. He is sup])osed to stand ou the great too of lila 
left foot. His arms and right leg appear withered, 
but lus loft leg is of the natund His chest nnd 

ribs are prominent, but the stonioeb and abdomen 
stmken; thewbolchgurorepreBontiugemaciation from 
long fasting. Besddes this figure there is a tuultitudd 
of others both of men and animals; and among tho 
latter two well^propotiionod elephants as large an 
life. The largest of them measures 17 feet from tho 
proboBcia to the tail, and 14 feet in height. Tho 
snialler is in height 1M feot» and in Icngtli 11. Under 
the belly of the larger elephant there is a small one, 
witli the heads and trnnka of two otliere, while the 
head of a fourth is seen between his proboscis and 
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fore fotrL Tliese figures of ulepliants nje tut on tlio 
right ])ttnJ rock on v, Wei witli the groand. On the 
rock to tile left, ticftr tlio fipsare, and below the figure 
of Arjuna, is a neat little temple,* ivitU a niche and 
A figured b it> Juei witliin the fissure i Wlf is n figure 
like that of the Mermaid, hut in the native languages 
it has a name purporting hoir-wotuan and Imir'Snake.l 
Scattered over the face of both. Tucks there am 
moiiy repreaeu tations of men, ascetics, monkeys, lions 
(or what are meant for Hons), tigers, antelopes, birdfl, 
SJttyra and monstrous nnimalfl which it would jnizzle 
a tmturalist of the present ago to noinenclate.^ Tlie 
whole are executed with considerable spirit, and 
occupy a Sjjaco of about 2,400 square feet. A plate 
giving a representation of these sculpturea is publish¬ 
ed in the 2nd VoL of tho Transactions of the Roi'al 
Asiatic Society of Great Rrit^n and 1 reland. ^

The fiTe aon8 of P(L^w/tir-ija lo^ft tbeir domiiiiotm 
in fikj with their coUbrin Daiyodhana- who, however^ 
pkyed mifairlj and won through guile and mcked 
stratagem/^ The consef^aonee wne that they and 
tlielr followers were bain shed for twelve ysmra and 
• upwanlsp and were doomed to wander m jungles, 
wilds, and seiitudeav Doiing^ this period the elder 
briithur took counsel with the others, how they might 
repossca^ tliemaelves of their patrimeny nfler the 
term at Imiiislmiunt Lad expired i and in order to 
attain tlik it appeared desinible to gain the mantra 
PA^ipatAatra.t This iijantm, or incantation, wjts of 
such wonderful efficacy, that if it was ottered while in 
the act of shooting an arrow, the arrow became inevit¬ 
ably destruetive, and moreover posseted of the power 
tit producing or genemting other weapons, which 
not only scattered death on. aU sides, but were able 
to cause tbe destruction of the ’whole world. J This 
miLiitm could be obtained otily &um the god h^vam, 
{w name of 6Tva); and Aijuna, as he was ffistinguish- 
cd among km bretlireu for Ids prudence, fortitude, 
and valotiCp was employed to procure it.§ 

The hero of this atoiy had to travo! far to the 
north of the UJni^taja mountains, there to perform 
austere and rigid penance In order to propitiate the

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god and obtain his fa%*or: and ns a prcj^tamtory men' 
Burtj ho waa instructed in all re<]uiffli:D mirntraa and 
in^rotic coremomeo. On toaclung the appointed pince 
ho found a delightfal retreat; a grovo or forest 
abounding with stroaiiu and fruits and flowora, with 
whatever could regale the eeoses or chivmi the eye. 
Not only was the earth most bountiful, but the air 
was filled with the strains of celestial tnolody. In • 
this place Ajjana couimcaced and carried oa Ms aua- 
teritles hy meditation, by prn^'er, and by coTemoniai 
porificatloEL 

During the first month he ata but once in four 
daya: during the second montli, but once in seven 
days : during the third month, only once in fourteen 
days; and during the fourth month ho did not eat at 
all, but completed lus penance by standing on the tip 
of his great toe, the otJier leg being lifted from the 
ground, and iiis hands raised above his head.* This 
is the period of the penance which the sculptor has 
selected for Ulustmtlon, in the curious work now 
under notice. The figure of Aijuna is exhibited in a 
posture agTceing exactly ivith the stoiy, the relation 
of w’hich, however, it seems necessary to ctmtinue a 
little farther, in order to explain the acceesories, the 
figures of men and animals, with which tho wliole 
facu of tlj 0 fock ig covered. 

The nearest J;i’ 8 liis, (hermitg or ascetics^ who by 
austerities and meditation 0103- attain, aa their object 
is, riches, p<^ot, supernatural arms, or beatitude), 
seeing tho IntonsG deyition of Arjuna, went and 
reported it to the god l^ara, who was highJy grati¬ 
fied .. but in Older to try the constancy and courage

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of the liero, tlic deity assumed the foim of a irild 
hunter.* One of his acscompanyin^ attendants waa 
trunsfonncd into a wild l>oar,t and Arjima preparing 
to shoot it waa intomipted by the unknown deity, 
who forUndo him to strike hla gnmo. Arjuna. not¬ 
withstanding lot dy a ahuft, and so did the disguised 
hunter, and the hoar fell lifeless. This occasioned 
an altercation, which brotight on a personal combat; 
and when Aijuna liad expended, all his otfowb on 
his antagonist without effect, he tore up rocks and 
mountains to hurl at liim, but they too foil harmless 
at his feet This bo enraged our hcro^ that he 
attacked his foe hand to hand. Such waa the daring 
audacity of this act, and the bold and determined 
courage of Arjuna, that all heaven was filled with, 
snrpriae, and the beasts of the forest, and the inha¬ 
bitants of the etherial regions, alike flocked to 
Witness the contest, which was terminated by tho 
god s revealing himself, and bestowing on his votary 
the boon he wished for, viz., the P4nipatllstra.| 

This congregating of the mhabitants of the skies 
and of tho forest, this mixture of mem and brntes, 
makes probable the supposition that it is the second 
point or period of tho stoiy that has been selected 
by the artist for eiempUfication, as instanced by the 
particular poatures and variety of the figures Been in 
this carious carving.

(Xo* 13) ha’iiiig a froat of 50 feet, and a depth at the 
north end of 40 feo^ and at the tontli end of 35 feet. 
A largo portion, of die solid rook projects froiti the 
back of the excavation 25 feet, with a frontage of 23 
feet, leaving deep recesses on either aide, in which 
atone haa been loft rough cut for thrro piUam. The 
front of this excavation is supported by five octago¬ 
nal columnwhoso bases are formed of figurea of a 
groteaque homed animal ■ a sixth column origiTinlly 
existed, its base and capital still remain, hut its shall 
ia remoYcd. At a few foet within is a second row of 
six eolutnne corresponding with those in front. The 
ground at the entrance is parfly OYeigrown with 
bushes, and tlie cave now affords shelter to the vil¬ 
lage cattle, 

A few yards fionth of this excavation, opposite to 
a street of the village ts an open build ing» which 
from the sculptures it contains nmy very properly be 
denominated Krishna’s Choultry (No. 13). Those 
Bcalptnres are executed on the back w'all of the 
Imildlng or rather that part of the solid Mil which 
forms the back wall They represent the exploit of 
Krishna supporting the mo tin tain Govarddhana iti 
order to shelter his follo>votB from the wrath of In- 
dm,t—the god that darts the swift blue bolt,” the

In tbo present sculpture, the attitude of the Gud 
ciorreaponds sufficiently with the sloiy* He appeaT?fj 
however, to HiiidJiin the mountatn with the pabii of 
ids left hand, instead of the llttlo finger as in ilie 
poetical version.t The only representation of the 
supported moimtain eonsists of a rough line running 
above the whole of the figures. This line has been 
formed by cutting away as much of the rock as would 
answer the purpose of giving the re<|uisitc degreu of 
relief for typifying^ in the above manner^ the rugged 
bottom of tho mountain, tom up from its foundationa, 
arid sustained aloft in the ain The whole group 
lookii elutnsy i the proportions are bad; the counte¬ 
nances are desiiitute of expression; and little praise 
ia duo io it either as a work of art or imagination. 
Sn singular a deliverance from sudden dc^ttmctioii 
ouglit to bavo stipplifid the artist with a subject 
cipable of being embodied with great aiurit: tint 
here, instead, ia an inanimate, mouningla^ ^onp, 
w^liich, but for the principal figure, would not at all

figures of mea, worn on, and children, mid an many 
Leads of coWB or bullocks. Tliera is one tolomble 
figure of a bralimjwjy bull, and anolLcr of a covv 
licking its calf wlide in the act of being luilkeil It 
may be that the general quietude and repose of 
tlie figurcB are intended to imply their security from 
the terrible danger so recently, and still but for 
Uie god’s jntcrjioaition, impending over them. In 
miotlier jMirt of the sculpture is a figure playing on^a 
flute Of pipe * this may also represent K-riahv^a, in 
hiri character of Mumlldhara, f/m (unc/ki.* In this 
form be is called Bilakrrahiiii,mid is said to Lave amus¬ 
ed Jiimadf by piping to the swains and damsela of 
Covurddhana.t TLis figure of Kmbaais small, and 
might bo overlooked; it is aituatod over the Linder 
part of the cow and calf just mentioned. At tlio 
north end of iLia eculpture, raised 5 or 6 feat from 
the door, is a well executed figure of a brAbmany 
bull in full relief; and at the south end aro several • 
figures of beasts apparently intended fur Ilona : one 
of them, iiowover, resembles the Sphynx,{ luiving a 
human face with a body of a quailmi>ed. 

Kriahna’a Ghoultry extends in front 47 feet; is 20 
feet deep and 12 feet high. The roof is made of 
hewn atone, which is partially covered with earth; 
and is supported by tliree rows of columns, 4 in tadi, 
Tlie bases of those in the front row consist of gro¬ 
tesque figures of a nondescript animal, sitting on its

Ou the hill above this vhoultiy Is tJie fotindaivon 
of a Tectangitlarhmlding (No. 14)* measuring 6^ feet 
in length, and 42 in breadth, tn the middle of this 
is a gateway 12 foot wide, nmniiig east and west; 
and in the gnlewa}'' am two roeessoa, each 12 feet 
square, one on each aide. Near the comers of these 
raceaaes in tlje gatew’ay there are four large square 
stone jiiUoTB* 16 feet high, 3 brood and 2 thick, with 
d aw'e rj oruomeD ts- Th is foundotioTi correspon ds with 
U^iidhir one (No. 15) about a hundred yordst distant 
towards the eost^ in the plain below; and the two 
form nearly o straight line with a very undent temple 
situated on the sea shore. 

From the front of Kriahris’s Choultry, on looking 
towards the Bt>uth'WeRt, may be seen on the top of 
the hill, a small diUipidated huilding (No. IG) quite 
in ruins. 

Beneath this is an ewcauettionl ^ 
bill (No. 17) of a rectangular duipe, measuring 25 
foot long, IS feet deop, and lt> feet 6 Inches high. 
The front is odumod by two neatly bnislicd plllara 
and two pUnstaiB. At each end are imperfect traces 
and ontlines of a group of figures ; and on each side 
of tho eicavation in front is a ncittly fintshoit nicht^ 
3 foot bigli, 3 feet deep, and 2 feet 6 inches wide. 
In front of the wLoIo is thu skelotou of n verandah 
48 foot long, 12 feet high, and 12 feet wide. Steps 
arc cut in tlie side of the hill, at one ond of the

At A few ynrds lilstAni.’^ to the cgisttranlj is a stone 
lied, with an ele^'B.tioii at the north ond of it for a 
Bant or pillow. The beti la 7 feet 3 inoltea long, ainl 
3 feet it inches btxjftd , and the pillow ia ll> indiCH 
higli. 

ilTi the eAstem face of tlie eA5itemmuAt of the 
detached rockft near this place, may be aeen another 
grtaip of Bculpturee, representing the same story of 
Arjuna ; hut tlio hgnres are not so distinct as the 
former, nor equally numerous, and they appear to 
liave suffered much more from the weather. 

On the sumimt of the moat southern ominence uf 
tlie mountain is a sBtftll ruined iemptc of sculptared 
stone {No. 16) 22 feet in lengHi, IG feet in br<3iHlth, 
and 16 in height* Its foundation, which is of brick, 
mcAsures 30 feet by 26. Tljero is no regular accens 
P> it: the roof has fallen in, and tlio temple ia 
pArtially covered by an old banyan tree. Tliore is a 
fine open view of the surrounding country from the 
top of its walla 

Directly beneath, and cut into the same rock on 
which this little fane is built, is an excavated temple 
(No. 19)33 feet long, 13 feefc high, and 17 feet deep. 
In front are four columns, (one of which is hroken), 
and pilastera at each end. The eicavafcion containn 
three niches, of which tho centre one is the prin- 
cipal; it has a sort of portal before it, and coiftaina 
a group of figures representing MahaJeva, Pirvatl,

floor of tills principal niche ia a circular trench, i 
feet G inches in dkmetar, and about 3 indies deep, 
in tiio centre of which is a circular hole 16 inches in 
diameter, intonded probably for the reception of a 
lingftiiL The other nichis eon bun no scnlpturea 
The porhil before the oentro niche projocta from tie 
back wall B feet 6 inches, and has a frontage of 11 
feet. The front of tins is sustained by two sculp- 
tured coluniUB, and it has pilastore whore it joins the 
W'oll. 

This excavatiDn, however, is chiefly rematkablo for 
the sculptures executed on its side walk Tlmso 
repreat^nt, the one, one of Vislmn’s Btntes of exist¬ 
ence, and the otiier a oelobratcd coiifliet Ijotu'cen 
Puigu and Mahiahdsuni,

The scnlpturo now Bpoken of is In bas-relief, and 
nu^urcs 13 feet in length and 8 in height, TIio 
figure of Vialinn b 9 feet G inches long, recumbont 
on the annho iSesha, which Is ingeniously coiled for 
his support in several conTOlntlons, fonning together 
a conch 3 foot high Irom tho base; wMie five of its 
heads, (tLs many aa ooulct well ho introduced,) form a 
kind of canopy ovt^r the hend of the supposed deiiy.t 
Above the god are two smuU figujiijs, innlo and 
femalo : below lum iu front In a kneeling posture, 
three; and at his foot erect, two. All Lliese but tho 
last are dinunnti^^; hut tlie two at his feet are sevcii 
feet high, and one of tliem grasps a club. Tho vilhige 
hrahninns say that two of the figures in front repre-

The ospression and posturca 
efthc figures d o ccrtmnly seem to conospoud with the 
storj'; but the tale itself auits ill the piM^ition and 
circunistitrices of VIsTihii NAruyaao, wliicJj no doubt 
is lepresentcJ in this Bculpturo. 

Tlie sculptures on tlie opposite or north-eaHteni end 
of the toinj hle represont the coniiitt betweeu Durga, 
{a. poreosiriiiation* of active, not passive, virtue), and 
MabiahaBura, (a peraotuficntiori ofwickodnesB.) Tlitfea 
figures murit particular description.

The figure of Durgd ia 5 feel liigh ainl eiglit- 
hiiniled : two of her arms have greatur relief than 
the others, a eircuinstanco which imparts to the 
figure a much gronter appoarance of truth and 
nature than would otherwise Ihj tho case. The left 
principal arm is stretched nt full kngth, and the hand 
grasps a bow : the right arm is drawn back, as if in 
tho act of discharging an arrow: but w© see neither 
lliO arrow nor the string of tho bow. Her six re¬ 
maining hands hold rosinjctlvcly, on the left, a bell, 
a flinkha, and Bomething not eaflily distinguiahablo ; 
and on the right, tlia fatal coitl (pA.$n,) a chakra 
(discus), nnd a sword. 3dalu&h^um is repreiiuntod 
w itli n bufialo s head and horns and n human 
Wy, Ho stands in a retiring attitude, rwtiug on 
his left foot, tlie right being advanced. His 
figure meastirea 7 fhet 9 inches, not perpendicu¬ 
larly, but anoordlng to tho pt^sturo in which ho standis. 
A.bove, below, and behind Dnigi, may lie seen hor 
attendant warriors, armed witli swords and buolclera; 
and also tiivo domestics, one wth a gwitcb of hair* 
such as horsokeopGra use, the other with a kittisal 
(or umbrella). Mahishasura has a similar attendant 
also. Durgu’s attendants are all dwiirfkb, corpulent 
figures ; those of Maliishasum seem of more natural 
proportions. Durgi appears tho assailant, Mahisliu- 
sura on the defonaivo. Of three figures botween the 
two principal personages, two ore in active confiict,

The bed 
measurea 10 feet G inches by 4 faet D inches: the 
pillow is 3 feet broad and 12 inchea liig h. There 
arc two HTorill steps at the foot of the bed. 

On sotDo of tliQ rocks between this place and 
Kn'slina's Choultry may be seen the rude commemce' 
merit of several designs, which have been abandoned. 
Amongst then], however, is a dniabed eicavation 31 
feet long, 17 deep, and -1 liigh. The roof is suBtoined 
by four strong pilhu-B. There are throe inches in this 
excavation, with the outlines of a hgare on each side 
of tbo centre niclio. There is also a long inscription 
on the Houth-wcst end, now almost illegible. 

Abent a mile to the south of the village in a smaU 
palmyra tope is a cluster of monolithic temples, it 
eonsista of hve,'" each d ifforing from the rest in shape 
and diiDOiiaions; and each fashioDed out of a detached 
Bobd mosa of rock. 

The di^t I shall notice stands a little to the west 
nf the others, (Xo. 20), and is in shape similar to a 
horse'Shoe.t It is a neat pioce of sculpture 18 feet

At the south end, that which is Tight-angled, is a 
roughly hewn niche, and a portal with two pillaiu* 

Tlie four other tomplea lie nearly in a stnught line; 
but befora describing them I would notice an imngn 
of a lion* and another of an elephant, both as large 
as life, which stand hetween th^ small temple and 
the other four. That of the lion is cmdied. It 
measures in length 7 feet, and round the neck 8 feet; 
it is sunk in tho earth about knee deep | neverthe- 
Less it hen a noble appearance and its body la ivell 
proportionetL Tlie elephant measures 14 feet in 
lengt.h and IfJ feet in height. I ts circumference in 
tho hugest part of its bofly Is about 20 feet: round 
its head and throat, 14 foot; and round the targost 
part of the proboscis, 7 feet. It appears somewliat 
unGniBhed, and is sunk a little in the earth. 

On tho eastern side of tho temples, near the moat 
nerthem one, is a colossal Brahmany Hull, (NandJ, 
the vehiclo of ,51 va.) Its head and neck only appear 
above ground : the length of the former being 4 feet, 
and the distance betw^een the roots of the borna 
3 feet 3 inchesL 

Of the temples, tho most northern (No, 21)t ia a 
neat little structure about 16 or 18 foot high and 11 
feet square. The top diminishes on all sidea by a 
parabolic curve, till it ends in a ridgo 3 or 4 feet long. 
It has a niche on tho westoni aide, in which is a group 
of figures ^d to reproaent Draiipadl, tho wife of 
£>hnrmarAja.J My own idea ia that it reproaonts one

Tlio temple next to thio (Jfo. 23}* towardjj tf*® 
fionlli is of n pjramiduJ stapo, and covered witJi 
omnniental aculpttire. It is about 11 feet in frtjnt, 
16 in deptli, and 30 in Ijeig:bt. It is raucb cracked. 
Las a nieLo on the same face as tim last, but tUcro 
are no figures witLin, 

Thu largest temple in tbo group (No. 33)t stands 
next in order;{ it wna abandoned before tJie design 
was completed and remaliiB in an unfinished state. 
Auroaa the middle there is a large rent, in some parts 
3 or 4 inches wide ; this has divided the budjof the 
temple, and caused the st^paratioii of a large piece of 
the solid stone on the western side about the centtc 
of the verandah. Another largo piece has fallen from 
the BoutU-westem comer. UnSniehed cscavated 
verandahs exist round the lower part: and nljovo 
tlieni, on the outside, the body of the templo dimi- 
mshes in width and length, so as to leave aufficienfc 
space to walk round it. Tbo verandah on the flontli^ 
oMterti or sea-face of the temple is almost choked up 
with aand ; but that on tho opposito face retrilns its 
original height, and in it a large block of the solid 
stone projects from the back wall. The roof or top

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of this tomplo is clliptico], and the goncml design Is 
beautiful and ulcgunt. 

Tlte lost and most »oi:]them temple of the group 
(No. 114)^ is of a pyiaujidiU shaps : its base measures 
:23 feet bjr %'ij uid it is 34 feet in Iieight. It is neatly 
finished and tnueh omarueuted. In the two upper 
storios on the north'Western faeo are nicLea ; and od 
the gromul story of the aonte facet is a poTtal with four 
pdlars, projecting from tlie body of the temple 4 fest^ 
Boaides the omamente wlileli it posscaaes in common 
with the rest, this temple has a profusion of figuraa 
of various sinoa, representing Yishtm and Siva, in 
somo of the tnuny different charactets which they 
sustain in the mythology of tiie natives. Tlieao figures 
are carved in recesiios corresponding with their size ; 
and over the majority of them arc inacriptions, of 
Vfhicb and of the figures, lithographed sketehos may 
bu Hceii in the traaeactiona of tlio Royal Asiatic 
Society Lofere aUuded to. 

About 3 miles to the north of the village, on the 
soa shore, are several granite rochs^ one of which 
iticlining to the cafstwmd projects about 40 feet above 
tlte surface liko a huge pillar. Oa another ore sculp¬ 
tured various figures representing heads of fierce 
honictl arumah, of the preciae appearance of which 
it would bo diflicult to give a written description, 
RuLuniing lowanla the village, about half a mile 
north of the vili<^ choultry, we meet with a aniall 
tomplo built of hewn stone, and resembling in its 
omanic tits those already deacribed.f Tlie cntranLO is 
nearly filled with oond, and the walls arc much

The loHt of these ancietit renmias tube described, 
are two tom pies ^No. Sfi) built oastwArd Irunt the 
villnge oIoBo to the sea shone. Tlujy am indceii so 
near the sea that tbe surf dnalios nj^amst tho foun- 
dattODs of them. They occupy a space of about 
1,600 square feet and arc hecouibig' ruinous. Tljicy 
adjuiu each utbor, belDg* In some sense but one piece 
of building; but tho c^UEtouCe of tlLoir two spires 
imprcsi<ca one 'iritb an idea of tboir being' two 
separate tcmplcjs.* The more luf^ structure I 
imagine to be about GO foci liigb. This is the most 
eastern of the two, and lias, overlooking the sea, 
a doorway 7 fiiet G inches high and 6 feofc wide. 
Within tltis temple will be found a latge broken 
bbick granite Llngiun,+ and a group of sculptures 
repreBcnting hlabiUlcva, PilrvatS, and tbinr son Xir- 
tikeya or Subtahmajjya-J ]Tbo smaller temple con- 
taind a similar group of figures. Tlie body uf tbe 
laige temple is inclosed 'with a massive stoue wail, 
which as well as the temple itself bears the itppear- 
nnee of haviog been decorated with much ornamented 
sculpture. SimUI plocea of diuiiaiu fltill adhering to 
the oronmeuts give rise to ilie coDjeoturo that the 
tcmplea were either originally coated w'itli it, or have 
been so covered In subsequent repaira. There can.

I thidk, bo no doubt that thoy u'cre oncu etegnnt 
apociinenE of nrobiteciurc ; though tliey are imw ti«» 
much (IccAjcd to retnin many traccB of their origina] 
boiiuiy.* The miuumlogist might poegib] 3 '^ form eomo 
idea of their age from an inapectiott of the aevcml 
s[)ecies of granite of wliich the walls arc composed. 
Some kinds of this ruck, it is knoum, ore muuh more 
liable to deoompotdtion than others, (gtieisa eape* 
eiftllj); and the fact is here evident; some oi* the 
stones nro very much decayed, while othersappearna 
Hound as on the day they wore hewn. In a kind of 
pnesage of the laigcr tent pie ia a largo mutilated 
statue of’Viahnn, now lying supine.t 
These temples were formerly smromided by an 
outer stone tvoll, part of which only is now standing. 
Two pillars also remain shewing tiie position of tho 
western gateway. 

Huge heaps of granite stones, on several of which 
are sculptured Hgures^ lie in front and on each aide 
of the eastern temple, and have tended‘greatly to 
protect it from tho hostility of the sesi, which has 

evidently encroached conBiderably. Many of tlieae 
stoncis are of large dimemtiona, meoBnrlngfrom 6 to 10 
feet long, 3 feet wide, and 1 foot thick ; and on some 
of them are appearances of scnlptnred architectural 
ornaments, tlioiigh tho injuries of th6 weather, the 
action of the water, and the lapse of time have com^ 
biiK-d to deface them. About ^5 feet in front of the 
eastern temple, and now standing in the sea, in a

At » few yamis tiottli of tlie tetnploa, on a clctocheci 
rock (No. 37) close by tliu boji, may be oltsorred a 
gigautic figure of MalijHliAsura repreaented with the 
head of a bufialo. On a similar detached rock to the 
Buuth are figures of a Imrae aud an olcphaut'e head 
(No. 38). TIibbb sculptures aro coustdembly worn 
Ly the coutmual waaliing and uetion of the euif.t 
There is no doubt in my mind tbut the sea Ims 
made consiJomble encroachments since the erection 
of these temples, f cannot conceive, trere it not »o^ 
why they should have been built on the shore, so 
close to tho sea that the surf in the i^alniest weather 
dashes against the doorway; wJiile some of the well 
known appendages of such pagodas are nctnally at 
some distance in the waters. The large quantities 
ol stones lying about tho templo, and others which 
partially appear buried in the sea, seem oven to in¬ 
dicate that other buildings also have existed to the 
eastward of tlicae, w'hich are now destroyed and 
overw'hQltned by the ocean, 

T have now given an account of all tho curious 
sculptures and buildings which came under my 
observation at throe several visits to tho Se^'on 
Pagodas, and I beliove I haTe omitted nothing 
which merits UDiice. I am fully aware that the 
account is imperfect: indeed, I hold itimpoasiblo to 
convey a cenrect idea of the remains of former agea 
by a written description, even if the account be per-

We may indeed imd of pillars, 
colonades, porticoes, rooine, laths, nportnieatfl, and 
a long list of arehitcchind definitions ; but after alt, 
tile mind poeseasea but an imporrect imago of the 
origirndH. Pictures and drawingn help tho desmp 
tion, but pcruomd iaajiection i« best of all. I tliere- 
fore advise you, "gentle reader,” if you Lave it iu 
your power, to visit thei^ Hingular vestiges of anti¬ 
quity at hluiualjaipur. 1 can promiso you ample 
recompexiBo for your trouble. If you have anti- 
quanan curioaity, yon njay Imro satisfy it. If you 
have any dispoBition to luorolizB,—as a CUiistiari 
should do,—Hjn the cml of human gieatucsB,-you will 
see that though here it boa been attempted to grave 
it in the rewk for ever,” it still posses away; nnd 
yon will turn your thoughts frem tlmsa, amongst 
the moat durable perliaps of mortal produetioii 3 ,'^tu 
that heavouly city which is indeed dtemaj.

Sabington hoe made it iftshd- 
nutkiijiiir, "the town of the great” (or as Dr. Bubing- 
ton nndGrstanila it, iincred) *'bilL” Iftbenud read- 
lag be actually borne out by the old Tamil inscrip¬ 
tion near one of tlie enves, 1 laust snbmit; but witU- 
out copy, or lau-simile, the accuracy of the reading 
may be open to doubt.

and the true reading Ib of consequence. 

Malla is ft iiortbem patronymic, or rather titnlor 
name of a nice, like Ca?sar, or the Medleis, or the 
Bourbons* In local papers of the Mackenzie collec¬ 
tions, obaeurc but numerous indications are given of 
a race of clucftaiiiB bearing that sunvaine; of whom 
Dovu-maUa-riya is itioat frerjacntly mentionecL Tlik 
chieftain was a (Peninsalar) highlander in origin ; 
not, pToi>erly Bpeaking, Hindu, Ijiit of an aboriglnnl 
race. I^ow Deva-malln-raya indicates dignity anti 
lineage: of which title Ma-molla-raja, would bo 
almost an equivalent ^ inUicatiag indeed a lower rank, 
but quite suited OS a disdnetive epi'tihet of a tuinor 
olket irom tlio perent Etem. Again in the Mackenzio

III. The origin, or probable origin, of the placo 
with its Bculptores, my own jadgmerit would lead 
me to fis the possible origin of the sottloment at 
Jldvolivamin to a colonist family of the Malla tribe ; 
subsequent to tho mle of Adoadai, and previous to 
tlio oseondancy of the Tijayauagaram ascendancy in 
tho progent Carnatic; that is, (loosely Htatcd), 
hetwocn the twelfth and skteenth centimes of our 
reckotiing.

BeBides the objects of interest usually visited at 
the Seven Pagodas, there is a spot about two tulles 
north of Mnliimiallaiphr, the sculptures and inacrip- 
tiona at which will be found not unworthy of at¬ 
tention. PtToceeding along the eea-aJiore towards 
Madras, at the distance above mcnticnedi a qtiadnui- 
gulu' apace inclosed by mounds of considemhle 
extent. No. in the map, called by the fishenuoi] 
Devnnilri, will be observed. From the appearance 
of these mounds, added to the fact that numcrons 
copper coins, glaas'beads, and bits of iron, copper, 
&e., ore picked up after hca’^'y min or high windn on 
their aurfacG, it might be supposed tluLt they indicat¬ 
ed the site of some ancient edifice or fortification: 
hut an excavation made in 1B4(>, complctaly through 
one side, tailed to elicit any discovery in support of 
such an opinion. The section woe carried, through 
pure sand, to a depth of 20 feet, and the only 
extraneous substances met with were some pieces 
of charcoal, at different depths. 

About quarter of n mile farther, near acDllcctionof 
fishermens’ huts, called fiuifuvan-Kuppam, aro some 
remarfcaljlo rocks, etanding a considerable height 
above the beach, and known by the name of If^aiyan

"WliQ Vikrama Deva viia, does nut Appear; but 
he may Inivo been ii local ofticer, perhape a feudatoiy 
or goFernor under tho Clioloja; ivlncli dynasty eUortly 
afterwnrda gav'c way to that of the ll£L 3 'na of Vijiij’a' 
nagaraui (Bijtiuogar.) The t^alirdliana year 1137, 
cOTTEflpoJiding with A. D. 1233, however, givefl a 
ttilomble approximation to the Era of the Tamil 
iuBcriptloiia; which, as connected with the W'orahip 
of Viehnu under the form of the Boar incarnation, 
and the ropresentaiion of tlio aaiue Eubje<d in one of 
the caves, (plate H of Dr. Babington), oJlbrda also 
aumu duo to the periud at tvl/ich the acuJpturcB wore 
BxocuteJ. A further guide to the cnia of both the 
Tamil and Nagarl inscriptions may bo obtained by 
combining and comparing some Hcattered notteca 
pbtalned in other inscription^.

That those Tiuiiil iusiiriptioiifl w'flre poKterior to the 
formation of the Aliclmrtfic«vara Manr/npam, the 
Rathf's and the temple cut out of a single masa 
of rijck, (from which Dr. Babington oopieil the 
Kiluuiraja inacriptiou,) is established by dte in- 
.vocation of AdiwiotiedTaT,* the tutelary deity of 
Tinivicichildr, in the inscription on the rock. 

Ill a copy of a Oraiit at Piriiapilr, in my posscs- 
eion, YJjav4ditya, the founder of the Chafulcya 
dynasty of Kalihga. about the middle of tlie Gth 
centuTjjt is descri [>ed aa ''degtroying the southem 
" KingTrilochann Pnllava,and, tbrough the decree of 
^'Fate, luaing liis life in that eottnt^)^* From the 
title Pal lava it may be inferred that thia chief w'lLa 
of the some ruoo and probably the s:rme triniilT as 
Kotuaraja, aurnamed Jayaraimstamblia (the pillar 
of successful war), and Atimnachawfa Fallava. 

Another inscription, engraved on a set of copper 
plates, (in tire possession of Mahendru Shanto, a .Jiun 
Guru at Hr'dembai!,) and of nn eta GU or fy years 
later, contains the following passage :—

From tbcuo facte it limy he inieired, that the 
mlera of Miltuiilkipura wet® in a state of in depend- 
encer in the (Jth and. beginning i)f the 7tli ccntu- 
riea. We know from otlier nottrcBB that the Chela 
Kings reduced To^/ZiiTnant^ulani about the Vth 
century.f j\.t that time it tvaa parcoUod out amung 
a number of putty chiefa of tho KuruniLar KjctJ,J 
who with tlieir follower.': were idmost entirely 
ext'irjiated by the Cholas. The (atnily that possessed 
ilauuUlaiptira was proltehly one of the prim'ipal of 
these. Tho excavations theretoTe could not w'ell 
have heGTi niado later than the (Ith century. Neither 
could they have lieen much earlier, for the forms of 
the letters both Gnmtba and Nagari do not justify 
the supposition of a higher mitiquity.§ 

Under the Chola dynasty we iind Tamil in variably 
employed as the character of inscriptions.

They were eyidently 
worshippers of ijivti. Many of the subjects, parti¬ 
cularly those in plates 3j 5, 7^ 10 of Dr. Babia^jtona 
paper, belong to the Vaisbimya creed, which ia morn 
partionhirly referred to in the inj^cription at Pava- 
mkkaraii'a Choultry^ and ia known to have been of 
later origin. Tt la not improbable, therefore^ that 
these may have been tho work of more xecent 
devotees, emulena of the fame of KtmiaTaja and 
Atira7£acha/i Ja Pollava^ 

In the pDaseasIon of the Pujiri of tlie modem 
temple ia a deed in Telugu, ongmved on copper 
plates connected by a ring^ with the figure of a boar 
and a sword on tlie soal, purporting to bo a grant of 
the village of Neittilr to Jte^varya iSVJ KangjlchitryTft 
by \ onkampati Srldevaraya in the ji&ka year 1533, 
PJava Sathyataam.

Two gmntB to the satue temple are here recorded, 
both made ro the sanio year hut by different parties. 
TliC opening sentence of both is word for word the 
same, and constitutes the most important portion of 
the deeds ; possessing a double value both as afford^ 
tng the means of Ascertaining the exact date of the 
Tamil inscriptinna nt MamaUaipumni, and as ft 
historical record confirming in n retiuirkable manner, 
a fact of some importance ascertained from totally 
diatincf Bourcea. Tn a paper on the C!>fL?ukyA 
Prijucea of Kalyfin in tlie Dothan puhliahed in the 
TTth Yol of the Journal of the Hoyal Aaiatio 
Society, and repnhlished inT^oL V1T< p. 1?H of tide 
Journal, it is stated on the authority of an in¬ 
scription at Anigiri in the Dliilrwilr district, that 
Somesram Dcva Chafuhya 1., sumamed Ahava 
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Mallft had l)cen invaded by tbo Chola Rij&wbo had 
ravaged the southern pmvinoea of Kuntala-deai, and 
destroyed the city yf Pulikani-nagani, the tuodem 
LaJcalimesvar near Savaniir. The Cha/tikya in^ 

Bcriptioii aisserts that Ahavn Malk defeated and eIbw 
the invader, and there is no doubt the invasion was 
ultimately repelled. But enough is ndmirtprl to 
show that it had been in the first instanco etuinently 
succDBafiiL The prewnt insenpiton ovidenEly refers 
to the same fact, and there is no doubt that Vlra 
RajendmChoifl, sumamed Koppam-Kesari-Varma is 
the Chola Riji above referred to. This is further 
confirmed by other inscriptions of tlua same piince^ 
on the magnificent temple at Gangondaram, on the 
north bank of the Cavery, of wliich bo appears to 
have been the founder. One of these, in the 5th 
year of his reign, runs tlius, “Ko-Virija-Kesari 
“V anna named RAjendra Deva, wielding the sceptre 
with valour for a eompitnion and munificence for an 
ornament, freeing himself from the blackest sins, 
having intimidated Ahavs Malla of Kudala San- 
gama, having vanquished the Vikkilan RndSiiigBlan,* 
and taken their queens with their effects and car* 
nages, and having a second time terrified Ahava 
Mi^a in buttle ; Laving also recovered Vonginddu 
and fiijfiiled the vows of his elder hrotheig, io.’' 
In a subsequent grant in the same temple he is 
described as “having perpetuated hia fame in the 
northern countiy which he conquered, Ac." 

The kingdom of £alyAn liod not long before been 
rescued from foreign enemies by the great grand-

tion^ in the time of V!ra lijycindm Chohip whose 
father Baja Eija Natendra, artiuircd jvos^e^Hion of 
the whole of Tnlihgiinn, by iiiterinnrrjage with the 
oaateni hmticli of the Cha/ukya familyt fioveroigna 
ot Vegidufflun, and left to liis Hon a kingdom, ex¬ 
tending along the coast from ihc mouth of tlui 
Godavari to BAnie^^aram, and inland probably over 
the greateNt part gf die aauthem provineea of this 
Presidency- 

The next point is to identify the era of Vint 
llAjondra Chola with that of Somewivara Deva ], 

Buitiamed Aliava Malhu The ]Rtt<ir lias been aacer- 
tained with tolemblo precision in the paper abovg 
referrod to, and is sliown fn:>ma comparuion of several 
inscriptions, to he from about S- S. M2 to 
By a valuable inscription rcceiidy procured, I find

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that Kajendm Chola succeeded his fntlior Rftja R/y'a 
Cliuln in ,S. .S'* 9S6, and the same authority aiiows 
that he BtUl continued reigning in S, S- 1001. It is 
clear theret'ore tliat be vroa not killed in the action 
with Sotuesvnm Devit. But Leshles tliat the metn- 
phoi’ical language of the inacription does not im¬ 
peratively require such a rendering, it is very pQi$si- 
tle that Bqjeudra Chok may not have commanded 
in person, but may have intrusted the expedition ttr 
one of his generals who, as shewn by numerous In- 
scriptionE of that age, were in tlie litibit of asanm- 
ing the kmlly name of tlie sovereigiia under whom 
they served. The date of the inscription, the htli 
of Ilia reign, would therefore be S. S. *Ji*5 or A. D. 
1073, The bnttloof Lak9hme.9var must have occur¬ 
red very shortly after liia accession, for the Oan- 
gondaram inscription already quoted is dated in the 
t)tU of his reign. The synchronism therefore of the 
three records ia |»arfect. 

Tho iaat object of Inquiry is the identity of the 
places refurrod to as the scene nf the w^ar. The lenu 
Iraffaippidi used in both the Cbula grants, does 
not occur in any of the Daldian inscriptions that T 
icoolloct. It may, however, have been tbo familiar 
term for Kimtala-dcsa in tlie south. Instances of 
Buch diversity of nomenclature are i>ot uucommoti. 
Jn the Dot hail, at this day the Tamil country and 
people are invariably culled Kengn-des and Kofigae. 
At Malacca and by the Malays generally, the people 
of Southern India ptt^ tinder the iiaiHu of Kliiigs, 
from the ancient Kalinga. Now wo know that a 
IwvTorful race, the liattu Kula, originally oveiTome 
by the Cha/ukyaa and held in subjection for several 
eeuturiee, agaiu obtained t!ie ascendsmey about the 
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iJtli cc-mury, and were finally subdued by Tailapa 
.Devn Cha/'utya, tba great grandfatber of Ahava 
Mnllfl in S, S, &S5 or A- D. 973. Among the titlGs 
of ALflva Mnlla himself, we find an uidicadon of 
the more Toceni indepeadonee of the Hattns. In an 
inscription at Ntlgnnd in the Daniliat Taluk of the 
DhiLi‘Wi\r district, be is described as pusaeasing 
the lofty golden pamsol and the whole territory that 
bad belongod 1.o the liattukola chief, Vira 
‘Murtaiif/a." A distiiiguishcil family of thifl RnltO' 
kiiln, likowise flonrished at Paiughur and Snnidatty 
in tlieDhdrwiir district under tbo Cbaliikyn dynasty, 
and a considerable town j'ot exists under the nanve 
of Hattcballi on the Wardoh, about 30 or 40 miles 
south of Lakshnicjfvar. 

Tn the Gangondnrarii inscription, the Cha7ukya 
pnuce IS wb Almva Malla of the Xai/al 

Sangjima* This is the nmne nf the junction of the 
Tuiijji with the Bhikdri river near HuU Honore, 
whei^e is situated tho Ma/bam of a celebrated Guru 
of tho SiuarUv eect, usually celled the Kudal^ 
8vimh^ 

Tliere h* good reoj^on tn believe* therefore* that 
Ira/^aippik/i” vtm the name applied by the Ta¬ 
mil ian a to the itoothem provinDB* at least of the 
Chft/ukya emjiirej. and even to suppoEa tliat it was 
need to signify the whole Hngdom. This opinion i« 
otrezigthen^^ by the use of the e^pressioR *^tbe 
whole 7^ lakhs.” In the same inHcription that gives

iiTid Chob families, it is stated that tlie first founder 
of the fotmor TBice, defended from tho rulers of 
Ayiujkyiu ” having conquered Kndamha Gnuga amt 
other earthly mlem^ reigned over t!ie southera 
country of 7^ lakhs &0111 Nannaiin to Sotu'"' and 
elsewhcTDir iiiniiliir referencea are made to the 7^ 
lakhs dotidtiii>ri of the Kalj/ui kiiigdeni.^ This 
c\ddefitly refers to tho kingdom of Kuntala-Ja^ 
only^ of wliich Knlyin was tlio capital ; for that of 
Kaliiiga or Veglde^m* the aubsequent acquisi¬ 
tion of a coEateral liranclL What the number 7^ 
lakhs rclurs to nut clear. In ail the ImHxripliom^ 
of that era, terHk?rifti divisloiiB are designateil by a 
number uimct^ompanied by uuy explanatiDii of the 
objects to which it rtiforB. Thus the Kachunha family 
which becaniO a fcudntorj to the Kalyan ChcLiiukyjis# 
are always described ns lords of the Ranavrassi 
13,000. It may refer to the number of villages or 
townships, to their revenue, or to tho quota, of troops 
the chief wna bound to bring into tho field. 

The iafercnccs hearing on the local history of the 
Seven Pagodas to be drawn from tho preceding in- 
HCription are the foUuwing. The cm of the oldest 
Tamil inscription is clearly fi.ved at the latter [mrt of 
the 11th century, ami that prevroiisly assigned to 
tho rocrlc of SkluYEm Kuppam is eonilrmecL

I saw a block from forty to 
fifty feet in length, and twenty-five to thirty feet in 
width, that had been divided with an apparentlyi / 
plane surface by a single blast of gunpowder.

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Tho rock peltb to the weather hy coiicbeidal 
pooEng^, which giYca to the group the genorai 
appcnmnce of a mass of gigantic boulders, or a 
confused aaseDibloge of mined domes. Considering 
its hard.ness, it seema to be peculMvrly nffboted by 
tlie son air. ThLs waa remartoil by Mr. ClmmbiTii 
in 177i2 and l77iS. "All these figures are duubtle^ 
much less illstinet than they were at first; for on 
comparing tlieao and the rest of tUo sculptures iheii 
are exposed to the sea air, with others at the Baiiia 
place whose sitnation has affljrded them protection 
from it, the difierenco ia Hlriklng ; tlie former being 
every where much defaced, while the others aro 
fresh recently finmhed and it h iiotx^aaniy 
to bear in mind this clmmcteristie when discussing 
the anti([uity, either positivo or comptiratiTei of any 
portion of the&o edifice^j^ 

The greater part of theise templea are excava* 
tions after the fashion of Ellora and Elephanta; 
Bnperjor in taste and syniinetry, though far inferior 
in diinenaions to the first-namod.t The jiiofit per¬ 
fect and beautiful is in a narrow mHue, tow'arda 
tho northern part of the range, and facing to the 

est; whereby it has been woll protected from tho 
effects of the sea air. Although small in its dimen' 
aions^ it ist reniorkablo for its artistio merit: the 
colmuns in particular are slender and most graceful; 
the pcdofiitalH coucliant tigers facing outwards; the 
capitata elegant and weE proportioned, though 
fashioned in a stylo unknown among tlie orders of 
Qrecian architecture. Mr. Chambers remarks on 
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itfij aetilpture that; " tbe fignresof idcik iu high relief 
upon ita wnll* iirtt very trail tiniahed^ and porfecEJy 
freisli/"* Another appears to Imve been dedieated to 
5ivw^ who m repreaented* in the middlfi compart- 
mentr ofljargD fstaturo and with four nuns. A small 
figure of BrabmAk on his right j 61 va with hU con¬ 
sort Pilrviti.i on the left; and his left foot reiivts on a 
bull conoliant. At one end of the temple ma gigan* 
tic figure of Vishnu Bleeping on a Cobra da capello, 
with sGi erai hcack m dieposed as to form a canopy 
above the god. At the opposite end appoan-i Sivanl, 
in the Dharacter of Durga, wdth eight aruiS| mount¬ 
ed on a lion ; opposed to her is a gigantic figure 
with a human h\ydy and hutBijLi^a Ucad,+ much resoni- 
bling that which U elsewhere called the Yanianija i 
betw^een them k a liviman figure suspended head 
downwards, apparontly the object of their dispute : 
and the monster hrandishes a cloh, while the gtiddesB 
is ariii^ with various Tveapona and accompanied by 
some dwarf Attendanta. 

Mn Gtddlngliam remarl;s% The figure and action 
of the goddcfis are oseciited in a inoBterly and 
spirited style :”i and Lieu tenant New bold observea 
that tite best exectutod figure of the king of the 
beasts ia that on which the goddess DurgA is seen 
mounted, in the sculptured cave near the suiundt of 
the hill.l

Of the other eaves some weto considcrablj latgerj 
and bad more the a|f[HiAraoco of being dedicated to 
Vislum: all facing the East. But the striking 
poinK in whlcU tU© wliuJe sufics resembles that of 
Ellcrii is their uiiSjifsIied state. Mr. Janies For* 
gnsson rminirka of them in a paper read to the 
R. A* Society in 1843 

'^Oae of the most sJiignlar charoctertHiii;^ of thin 
series of caves Is that they arc all of one ago, and 
prubuhly the work of one ]iriAce, who bos carried 
on the w^orks si]iiiiltzLiicoijsly% but from some cause 
or other hag been unable to contplelo even one of 
them; had one been linisbcd^ or bad there been 
any grodaLion of style or workmanship, soiue chro¬ 
nological ammgement might eajsily have been 
tTacfjdj but nothing of the sort cxistH.'^* 

Another still more remarkable point of gimilority 
js the repetition of the sculptured group, represent¬ 
ing a akeleton figure in a suppliant attitude before 
a peiaonago appearing to possess authority. Jtr. 
Qoldinghain describes the group at Malmbalipiir 
ns follows: 

"^^Near this structure, the surface of the rock, 
about ninety feet in extent^ and thirty In height^ is 
covered with figures in bas-relief. A gigantic figure 
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i)f thcs god Kr^rttum is tlic moat ooiiBpicuuaa : witli 
Aijuna Ilia favour! in the Hi lid u attitude nf 
prayer ? but so void uf Hesb, to preseut more 
tUe appearan<.'o of a akeletou than tlie represontation 
of a living porson. Below h a venemLIe fignrej mid 
to be the father of Arj dua;^ both tiguroa provuig 
the Botilptor p09.^e^5atKl no inconsiderablB pJsill/'t 
It docs Diit appear whethiar Mr. i.Toldiagltiini bad 
iLoy autbority for this interpretiitiaii, beyond that 
of the attendant Brahnim% who aru always ready to 
affix the names of Home Hiiulu god or boro to 
every aneient flcnipture ; but I eoulj not perceive 
in the Bt 4 aLnding (igtixe the usual attributes of 
Kri^iina ; neither can t recaJ any tale or legend 
that repreFjenb^ Arjnna and Ids iatbor as 

Huppliunte to that divinity, in a stnte of ftfcarvation. 

When I visited th^ caves of Ellora in 1841, Ideut. 
Howartbih then engird in making drawings of tbo 
bas-reliefe, inrartued me that the group wob genemUy 
considered to poiirt.ray a miser holding a bag of 
money^ while bis wife and son, reduced to idteletonS;* 
ar-e vsJnly guppHc^ting for food.; but on minute 
inspection I was not satisfied with this Interpreta¬ 
tion, and find my notoa on the Hubject m followa 
What is assui]ciE 3 d to be & purse tied round the 
Tvaist of the miser has not the appearance of a sack 
containing money ^ but might rather represent a 
girdlOi drawn tight round the body to ea^e tbs 
aensation of hnngert as ie the custom with most 
aomi-civilized nations i neither can it be a bag of 
coins tlmt bo holds in his band, because the thick

as to be taking it away ; and then the entini gioup 
may be iimgineil to }ioiirtniy the cause and mode of 
conatructlo'ii of tlieae mves, as a work undertaken 
by some prlnco or wealthy chief during a time of 
femlne to reEovo Clie wants of Lis starving people. 
Admitting this supposition, we sTiiilJ have no difficulty 
in aceounting for a continuatioa of tbo bas-reliJf 
whicli uppeara appendeik not only to this group but 
also toil similar one in leas perfect preservation in 
anotlier cftvo: and we sIuiU recognke Gawcjia, at 
the bead of a row of fumalea, each carrying a child 
in her arms as exhibiting the eventual results of 
the judicious disbursement. 

Tills interpretation is merely a conjecturB, but it 
seems to derive great support from the existence of 
tbo same group on the ttickfl of irababalipuium.* 
We can hardly imagine sculptore at such voiy 
difibrent parts of India happening to invent pre¬ 
cisely the same story: though it niight easily occur 
that both had to relate to posterity the same events. 
H is no very great ati-etch of credulity to supjjoae 
that in ^th places the w^ks were undertaken by 
sotno prince to employ his famiabing subjects during 
atimo of great scarcity, and to furnish them with 
food wthout supporting them in slothful idleness. 
This is exactly what was done by Sir Clmrlea Met

Tn the KaH-yugaj Singlioma Niyarfu the 
miudar of the V ellugorivttru mce, seoma to have 
ruled Ijoro. In that time, during a fammi;, many 
nrtifieern resorted hither^ and ^rrought on the moun* 
tain n variety of during two or Uiree jeara,"“* 

TliiH tbefjry will explain how in both (Ellora 
and Maliiibiilipurjim^) a number of works were tjtim- 
menced simultaueouBly, in order to employ at once a 
lujge number of workmen t and how^ they came to 
be left itnhnishod ; the people naturally returning to 
their ordinary occupations^ when the prcsiiiro of 
famine was removed^ 

1 must not omit to mention another tradition 
which attributes tlie coiastmction of these works to 
a body of northern artideors, who tied from the 
tyranny of their own or same conquering prince, and 
were suddenly recalled to their homes, by proffered 
favours and concessions on his part ; nor the con¬ 
jecture ot Mr, JiitQies Pergnason^ who, dtscrediting 
thin story, acceptg Singlmma Nayadu m the prince

terruption of the works. It Iwiing eutirely ft fancy 
of his own> and neither indigenous in the com i try^ 
nor a part of tins religion of Uie pooplOr it is not 
probable that bis successor would continue the 
follies of hif* parent."^ Either of theso Buppoeitions 
■would eeriiiiiiily nceoimt for the non-eoiirpJetion of the 
works at llahabalipiir: but we should then have to 
fieekout some ftnoiogoue cause for the some circam- 
stonce ftt EUora • and the remfirkftble repetition of 
the significant group of acnipture would rernmn 
totnily unexplained. 

There arc a variety of other ecnlpturea both of 
beasts and human beinga ; and often presenting ft 
mixture of both. Tlie most conspicUDUS h the Hng 
snake, with the hood and body of a fuaii;, torminatr- 
ing ju ^iiitensive Eer[>entine convolntiomi, often 
winding luiuid other groups.t They nro ncftrly all 
on tlio eastern face of tho rock ; and moidtly eloae to 
the principal which are in the northern half 

of the range. In thoo^ime vicinity h a somewhat 
reunirkA^blc monolith | a inass of living rock left 
ifiolatedp and artificially fashioned oulsiiie, m well as 
inside. It appeal's to be abo^^e twenty-five feat in 
heiglit, the same in length^^ and about half in breadth. 
It has a long roof cunred like a gothic-pointed arch, 
and gabled at each end. 

The walls are of grnat thickness so that tho 
interior cell is small * It contains a Iingam, and

At the extreme south of the ridge^ and s^eparated 
from it by a small loTel space, along which runs the 
lower road &om Madras to Cuddaluroj aiiind a 
group of moDoIiiJis^ snivenf in nmuberi surrounded 
by ft grove of coojannfc Five of them are 

pageahis; of whidi the most southern (measured 
by Mr, Ooldinghain forty feet in height) resembliaa 
in geneml outline a Mussulniiui mauaoIeuTu^ 
Another twenty-five feet in height^ and perhapfl 
fifty in leagth, has a long gt>tbic roof aa pi evioualy 
described, and ia cinjairjented on the ontsidn: the 
other three are more likii modem pagodas. The 
two reraaining rocks are fasliloned U> imitate an 
dephant and a lion* in colossal proportions. All 
these monoliths, though close to the aea-boach, and 
perfiDctly exposed, are oompamtively fresh in llnnr 
outline, luid exhibit very little aigmt of currueion. 
They are composed of thm i^me blnaiy granite, and 
1 think wt? may tlieuee eouiJade their comparativi^ 
antiquity not to be vory great. 

There still remain two| temples, differing from

and is atill used for purposes of worships amd 
for the accomitiodatien of Hindu tmTellcrs, The 
Bmlimans enjoy Bome revenues attached to the 
building', and ore busily enga|sirEd oruamontinff and 
improving it - all which ctrcumatances,* cotnbined 
with its perfectly recent form and appear&noe» 
conclusive in my mind against any claitns to ^eat 
antiquity that muy be advanced on its behalf.t 

Tlio last remaining U that winch lias attracted 
most att-ention from travellersi; it is built, of large 
miisscs of hewn granite, on one of the gmnito rocks 
already rnontiunod, as protruding at intervaitt along 
tlie sea shore^ It is nearly opposite the highest 
part of the ridge, end has apparently been built 
en mppoH with wome part of the oteavated hiU| 
from which it k a mile distant in an easterly direct 
tion* Its dinionBioBs are Fanall: speaking from 
memory, I should aay, under thirty feet square: 
hut its curionsly ornamented conical roof nsm to an 
elevation of nearly fifty feet. It is surroundod on 
tiirce by a granite ecreen of ton or twelve foot 
high, and about five feat ilJstaut from the body of the 
temple: on the fourth aide (the West,} ^jtands a 
udniaturG of the temple, opening towards the West, 

• Ie will gmaraU^ bs ruunil tlmt reliifLaiifl atiUl pcafli^siiiDg

1 was unable to discover whether the space intor- 
vetiiticr between these two dabs m vacant, or has 
been filled up with niftsonrj; but It i$ my very 
strong imprcftflioiit tliat they and tlunr immediately 
surrounding blocks of stone are ioug subsequent in 
date tci the rest of the buildltigt and have been 
inserted in order to mark the ancient entry. As 
matters at present standj it is imposaiblc t«i nssigri 
any rendou for the existence of a blind chamber, or 
other niiis^ of building, between two temples of 
liTiva placed dmddos: and there are only two aup* 
positions that will account for the orection of thesa 
two buildings, of obviousW the aame date, with a 
covered passage of confiectloiL Sithor the smaller 
w^afi a aanctuarv, to be ontored only fD>m the larger i 
as appears to have been the case in sumo of the 
Arian temploB still extant in Cashmero: or chso it 
must have been a portico, through w'hloh admission 
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Wf04 ^il^toitied tu tli6 larger or real temple^ TJie 
firat bypoth^i^b \& contradicted by tbo existence of 
the wertcm entry to the smaller eilifjce^ uhjoh is 
certcLinly coiitctuparaneoini uitb it 4 canatructinn: 
uzid libfo by tlie tlvot that the atone screen, that so 
cnrelully encircles the larger builtllug, cew^» on 
arriving opposite the atiinllen We are therefore 
thrown back iipoE the second which is 6rapfM>rted 
not cmly by these cireonisUinces^ but also by the 
oitrimie simplicity of the pre&tiMt dwr to the hunger 
ternpk j a mere plain opening in the wall I nuiy 
also mention tlmt wbilo the suialler building (and 
through it, were the paanage still open, the htrger 
one only) is appmached ffoio the west with ease and 
on a level i the only acce^^ to tJie Himple opening in 
the enHtem screen now serving aa an entry is over 
It low but steep and rugged ri>ck wiLslied by tho 
breakehi beloWp Tbia rock lias certainly the 
peanmccj Imth here and elsewhere, of having been 
partly etit into mdti stepa and partly perforated m 
if to recuLvo sonic sij[ierstmetiire that baa since tlis^ 
appeared- One solitary colmun still raises its hci.\d 
above tho wavea, and is commonly considerod to have 
been aStambhu, to support lamps :t it sboulil, how¬ 
ever, be remarked that there is no vestige of any mode 
ol ascent., to place them ; neither of niches wherisiji 
they might he placed. Tho top is foriiiod into a kind 
of peg, as if to receivo some capping stanoi and 1

On the shore: close by aro sevenU rudely sculp¬ 
tured rocks: one represcntljig a monster with hiiman 
aroiF^ and the head of an ox or buffalopt commonly 
called the Yama-nijn, They havo suft'ered greatly 
froiu the action of the saa air, as lias also everj' part 
of the adjacent temple^, except it& ehaltyns of basalt 
In this respect there is a great diHbi'ence hetwetm 
ite appearance and that of the enves^ or even of the 
group of monolitha placed in a situation nn lesa as- 
posed : and after cloee examiniiiioii of all suiroiind- 
ing circumstimraa, 1 am unable to resist the oonclu- 
sioD that thin temple m by many degrees the must 
aneient of the remainfi at MababaJiffilr: in fact, 
that It is one of the most ancient in India, I am aware 
that ilr* James Fergnflson considers “that its age 
does not differ inaterially frniii that of tha rest fX 
and it is with tlm greatest liifiidenco that I venture

HeaideR^ 
if I reiuemher right, ho decided thesa caves to be 
more modem than theme of Kllom : at the same 
time he considered the celebrated JCallds of that 
pkco txj have been copHed from some earlier edifice 
of Southern India: and Uiuking to tlio very great 
general similarity of style, 1 am cartamly Inclined ' 
to refer this shore temple of Mohalialipiir to the 
iifft of those earlier structures; although the precise 
model of the Kailas may not bo found here, but at 
ChellatnbraiJi* or Tuujoro- This would give a consi¬ 
derable dideretice of date ; and the suppofittion in 
borne out by the as^^turanece of the Bralunana who ; 

atteiiiled Mr^ Guldingham, that their ancient l>E> 0 ks ^ 

'^contained no aceonnt of any of the structures here 
described, except tfic Mme paffodo^ near the sea and 
the pagodete of brick at the village. Tlie obvioua jj 
error of the last iptatement certainly dotraata from j 
the Yaluc to be assigned to the former; but it 
should not be forgotten, that tliose brick pagodas ! 

were m their own poeiMSssion, and in present use; : 

BO tliat they had a motive for assigning to them » ^ 

fabulons degree of antiquity : while tliey had no i 
such mducement for making au untrue diitiuction 
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between tlic caveat aiid the ntli^r r^mainfl^ aU equally 
abandoned and Tuluelca^i; to th^^ni^selvcB. 

But wlmttiver the age cither actual ov relative of 
the varioitH toruplofl of MahrLboliphr^ it Heema cer* 
tain, that at some distant penodj the ]i1ac6 wcus one 
of no siuMil itoportancc. The ground immediatelj 
inliktid from the shorB temple haa obt^oualy Licen 
built ovm^ to a eon^iidemhle e?etoilL The eiLtremely 
well-cemented feundationB of tmeient walb arn now 
diijf outj as required for building materiatoj by the 
iijhabitants of the neighbauring village ; or for the 
mipmvcmont of the bock pagoda, I examined a 
large ntirsB of conereto, ^rith biidta on tlifi lower 
surface^ and found it extremely aolid and in ex¬ 
cellent preservation. It conaiiftcd of i^Laq^ broken 
fragments of the gninite of the place, mixed with 
imbumcd ahcdla: tlie excellent mortar in which 
they woto embedded being probably tlieae Banie p-ca 
sholts burned. The bricks were of the large size 
usiiiil in all old Httidu st^ucture^i: but not niiifomi 
in their shape. Tliosc J iiioasured varied from 
cIcTen to thirtijcu inches in length, from seven to 
seven and half in breadth^ arid wore pretty regularly 
two indies tliick ;* so wdl laid in the finest morUrj

Gibbon says, " Every year, about the 
summer solstice, a fleet of a hundred and twenty 
veasek sailed from Myas li or in as, a port tif Egypt 
on the Bed Sea. The coast of Malabar or the 
island of Ceylon was the usual term of their navi¬ 
gation, and it was in those markets that tlie nior- 
chants from the more remote parts of Asia expected 
tlieir arrival. This fleet traversed the ocean in 
about forty days by the periodical assistance of the 
moiisooiun" ^flHienco we gather that tlie^ EuropeuD 
fleeUproceeded to India with tlio commoncement 
of the S. "NV. mouBOon; and remainod there uritd 
the l«;girwmg of the N. Easterly; wlrich w conso¬ 
nant wflth all we know of the habits of the seamen ^ 
of antiquity.

Yessels was wrecked some fifty years ago: but so 
near i^liore (hedf mile) m net to creato any alarm at 
the present day,'^ when its i^itnation perfectly 
aseertainecL Ho adds, that even now ships passing 
along this coast generally make Sadraa hiils^ to get 
into a good position for reaching more northern parts - 
and that “there m no reason why the anchorage 
at the Seven Fagodao sdioulcl not be as safe 
Madras roads,^ Nor ary thcj'e xvanting indications 
of the place living fonnorjy pK>ssessed far better 
anchomge than eithor Madras or Pemdicherry eould 
ever boast. Jlehind and Bouth of the sculplu rail 
ridge for some thstanco inland, runs a salt-marsb,

But perwnal 
inspection at once shows tho fallacy of this derira¬ 
tion of the name i the shore tcm[>les being for too 
low to be pejiioivednt the distance tbat ships uaiMilly 
pass ; more especially as they are hiU'ked by the 
cave-bewn ridge i and it ia Infimt^ely more probable 
that Mr. Cbniubers wsiit correct in referring tbo 
appellation to tbo peoulinr appt^mmeo presentod by 
tbe rounded iveiijcfi of tliiH ridge itself especinliy 
as tempiee were vaguely known to eshit In that 
neigbbonrhijod witliout their eituaiion being Tory 
accurately ficttlfuL He sayB, ''Tbe rock, esr ratlier 
bill of stonej on which gnjat part of these works 
are exocuted, is one of tU* principal marks for imv 
ri tiers ob they a|»[jwicb tbo und to them tbo 
place is hnowii by the nftme of tbo Seven Pagodiui; 
possibly because the summits of the rock havo

A far Btronger evidence howovorj in tbe generTal 
opinion, was tbe tradirion imparted by tbe Bnibmana, 
and pctbnpfl otber inlmbitaiiti^ to the earlier Euro¬ 
pean visitOirB of tbe pbce. Mr. Cbombem relates :

minor objection that “at aimiiso" the dark ahU'e ot 
tile {luigoda to|j!j would atone bo visible from tlie 
shute, ami that they would ho beat seen when 
iliuminiited by the ittittintf gaa, 1 would enquire hoW 
is It possible that tkeso slouder ontaiimitLa shouldi 
alkitie ''farout" in thesurf of theCoromundelCoaHt, 
where not yoara or iiioiitha, but a few hour® of the 
btilfgaluB, with which it is so constunlly visinal, 
would Ih) nll-bUlHeiei] I not only to destroy the lustre 
of gilt co[>per, but to diaiodgu every ntone between 
liigh and low water mark ? It cannot be oupp<fsed 
tlutt any sudden convulsion lowered the whole coast, 
so titat all at onco the waves shonld roll within a 
few feet of tlie top instead of hclow the founda¬ 
tions of the pagodas; for such a convulsion must 
inlkUibJy have shaken them to pieces, as well jia 
Jovelled the esdstbig temple, w^hose still uninjured 
pinnacles clearly disprove the hypoUteala : tberoforo 
the subsidence, if ever it took plaui, in net have 
been extremely gradual, like these of the Swedisli 
and parts of the ItahaD coast: and rccollectiDg tho 
numeFous yearn, (nut to say contuzien) that would Im 
required to sink the forty or hfty feet wliich nui'y 
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rciAsoiiAblj be ahhutooi] |.n have Wti the beight of the 
ViUiieliLKl structures, I enlj nsk in it credible that the

I am mrry to be obliged tints to demolish iJie 
hoauliful romance of the "'Wave-colored metro¬ 
polis of Ballbut it not the first of the aerial 
cnatltss of Indian tradition that Las faded before tho 
fuller ligld of nw>iiem Eiirr^penti invostigntbn. Like 
Bkhop Hebor I find it difficult to understand how 
this particular spot should bnvo sunk bo much^ if 
(as other wriU^rs aver) the rest of tho Commandel 
Coast, both north and ii^iitli, has rather rinen mthin 
lustoricnl times. I have already tneniioned tbo 
local fuafiurcs leading me to conclude that Ihis im¬ 
mediate vicinity has not suffered any cuLTonchmeTit 
from tlio oceanp but has mtlicr gained fromi and 
incrcaRed in elevation above it by allnvial d^poiit^ 
from the Ldgher lands and if a Brahman legend is 
required, there happens to exist one in the Mac- 
kcnEic paptsrs (vide ilr.

Another point that Btrlk^ mo as deserving atten¬ 
tion^ more partieuiarly from Engineers and perHOBfi 
engaged on public works, is the veiy great dum-* 
bility of tho basaltic rock as compared with the gmr 
nite of the Coromandel Ooa^tH We have no roaeon 
to believe that the umbrella-shaped summits of the 
tomplos, which for want of a better tefiu I have 
called cJkEiVycui,* are otherwise than eoutempomneoiia 
with the rest of thetomple ; and they are, of course, 
equally exposed to the spray and saline atmosphere: 
yet they appear perfectly fresh and uninjured^ while 
rho granite has lost the whole of its outer surface 
by gradual diamtegration and exfoliatiDm

descriptiona of locality: bat they have no preteU' 
sienB to strict accnrocy^ being done entirely from 
memory, months after 1 visiti^ the place.

Tlic crocodile thou told the RwAi bow 
Yarihiuivumi come to MallApiirh according to the 
tradition ho had received from his forcfiithere. For¬ 
merly there waa a king callotl Harii-ckara, endowed 
wi th all good qualities. He w.-w in th« liahit of going 
daily with hb aged and pious mother to wor«hip 
Viahiiu at VarikLakshetra,* a tiojaiM distant from 
Mallfipuri, to tlie North, and feeding JJndinianH after 
coming hack to hia city. One day, Uari caruo to 
MoiMpurt disguiaed as an old decrepit Brahinwi, 
accompanied by daughter, and atiked for food. 
The hitig requested 1dm to wait a little until he re- 
tu rned froro Varahakshetiu. Tlie old man beggni 
for immediate relief as he was greatly fatigued and 
his daughter was hungi^. Thu king then siispectod 
that he had been visited by Visliiiu in disguise^ wor¬ 
shipped the old man and gave Iiim food- .lie then 
saw Varithflsvjlmi in his proper form, with the god¬ 
dess Earth on his right hip. 

Tl»e BrabiBans who had come as usual for footl 
wero suddenly and uumculoualy filled up to tlie neck 
(diantAflpiSrtiflh) and afterwards besought TarAiiu- 
svAnii to remain always at Mallapuri.

At thin tiujs 
an old Broilluan approached and questioned him.

Agaetya Tsached ilallupiiT! and met thorfl.n crowd 
of Murihi round the temple of Stlialafloyanasvdin!, 
caUed AnandanilayanL Some lived on water, some 
lived on air, some on roots, fmits, and leavea. Ema¬ 
ciated in body, they retail]eti life solely by the power 
derived from penance. They assumed the 6'«ruiia- 
posture, lay like snakes, or eat like fowls. Some 
otood on the point of the toe, othtua with upraiaed 
oruia; some eat self supported in the air, othem 
between five fires.t They were Bralimina and Kahafc- 
riyos, Agastyji saluted them and told them Ida 
name. Tln^ received him with different xiiarka of 
roapoct, and ho begged to be allowed to live with 
tlicm without performing penance or repeating 
prajrers, on tbo ground thot Hari would ho satisfied 
with simple worship. To this the Munis agreed, 
and told him to bathe in the PuTwfarika pond with a 
prayerful mind. Agastya did so and then visited 
the templo. Tliero he saw Sthaltuayam^ who bad 
graciourtly descended at the prayer of his worsliip^ior 
Puni/arlkn, reclining with hia head resting on lua 
right liand and with his left, inviting Ilia wntahippers 
to approach him.

Tt will bo observed from the foregoing analysis 
of the SthalapuHlna that (1) it contains no men¬ 
tion of any of the old rock cut temples or of the 
shore temple. The Vanlbflsvami tomplo is not an 
exceptionj inasmuch as tlie fommtioii of this temple 
by nncloBing the flculptured repre&cntatioti of llieBoar 
Tnmmntion on the West face ef the Jiill is of modem 
dat^;t And (2) no allusion whatever is made herein 
to liie story of Bali or tlie submersion of bis city. 

This legend appears to have been composed for 
the purpose of attracting pilgrims to the place after 
the construction of the modem Vishnu temples. 
The Vaifihjiava author ingoniously makes Brah- 
iTiil» Siva, Kdrtikeya and all the Saints extol the 
sin-destroying virtue of MiUIapurS. 

The names of kings mentioned In the Mall/ipiiri 
MAliatmya appear to be fictitious.
